The paper was placed in the safe, 
and ¢arly on Tuesday morning General 
Winston wrote to the secretary of the Park 
board to the effect that the secretary wouid 
find inclosed in the letter a check for $5,000, 
for which he would “ please acknowledge 
receipt."’ A copy of the letter was taken and 
inclosed with the check in an envelope. This 
packet was addressed, stamped, and given 
to one of the office force to mail. It should 
have arrived at the office of the secretary 
the same night or the next morning. It has 
not yet arrived.

$26,000,000 amounts to $1,800,000. The in- 
crease in the city and town lots assessment 
has been put at 88 per cent, whereas it was 
34 per cent last year. The reduction of 1 
per cent will amount to about $1,587,676. 
‘*‘ After this readjustment we find that out- 
side of Cook County lands.are assessed on an 
average at $7 to $8 an acre, while lands in 
this county are valued on the equalized as- 
sessment books at $270 an acre on the aver- 
age. The thirty towns owtside of Cook 
County are assessed, as to unimproved 
property, on an average frontage of twenty- 
five feet or nine to the acre, making the as- 
sessment about $371 an acre and $41 a lot. 


Present Figures. 


‘The aggregate increase for the entire 
State of real and personal property assess- 
ments is $80,000,000, of which amount Cook 
County gives about $69,000,000. These fig- 
ures represent the increase made by the 
State board over the returns of the local 
Assessors. We find,. however, that more 
revenue will be afforded than the demands 
of the State require, and another adjust- 
ment is about to be made. It is proposed 
to give back 32 per cent to Cook County, or 
about $25.000,000.

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MAINE'S TEMPERANCE LEADER

For Sixty Years He Was at the Head of

Portland, Me., Oct. 2.—General Neal Dow 
died at hig residence in this city at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon. The end was peace- 
ful, and he retained consciousness until an 
hour before he died, recognizing his children, 
who were gathered at his bedside. General 
Dow's death was dué to the infirmities of 
old age. A week ago today he was obliged 
to take to his bed. His mind was still clear, 
however, and only a few days ago he called 
tor the daily paper and read a portion of it. 
His great weakness made talking difficult, 
but the little he could say. and the gestures

with which he made his meaning plainer, 
made it clear that he knew those about him, 
and that he was aware the end was ap- 
proaching: Once he said he was weary, and 
was eager for the moment of his releuse. 
Last night he said to his nurse: “‘ This is the 
end, and it is all right.”’ 

General Dow’s death had been expected at 
any time for a week or more, and this fore- 
noon it became evident that he had sunk 
into a state of weakness from which he could 
not rally. Early in the afternoon he los* 
consciousness, and an hour later he passed 
away. No definite arrangements have been 
made for the funeral. 

General Neal Dow was born in Portland, 
Me., March 20, 1804. In the campaign for 
temperance no single man has achieved 
greater results than he, and none has labored 
more faithfully in the face of opposition. 
Neal Dow was still.in his teens when he 
won his first triumph in persuading a fire 
company to which he belonged to omit the 
wines at their annual banquet, and secured 
the abolition of the local custom of ringing 
the town hall bell at 11 and 4 o’clock as a 
signal for every one to leave work and get 
a drink. ’ 

It was at the age of 838 that he began his 
fight for prohibitive legislation, when a bill 
was framed by General James Appleton, 
but not submitted to the Legislature. 

Two years later, in 1839, an effort was made 
to secure prohibition in Portland. The mat- 
ter was put to a popular vote, and 54 af- 
firmative votes polled. The fight was con- 
tinued until 1848, when a majority of 440 de- 
cided the question in-his favor. 

The same year the Legislature was ap- 
pealed to, and in 1846 the first State prohib- 
itive law was passed. In 1849 a bill providing 
more stringent penalties was enacted, but 
the following year the law was repealed. 
In 1856 it was agin put in force, and has since 
remained on the statute books. . 

General Dow was twice Mayor of Port- 
land, and was offered the Presidential nom- 
ination on the Whig ticket in the ’50s, but 
declined to accept. He also served two terms 
in the Legislature. 

Like most prominent Northerners, he was 
an abolitionist and made many stirring 
speeches on behalf of the negro, ranking 
with Garrison, Whittier, Pillsbury, Sumner, 
and Hale. 

In 1862 he went to the front with a Maine 
regiment as Colomel, going first to New Or- 
leans to the support of General Butler. 
Afterward he was in command of Ship 
Island and at Pensacola. He was twice 
wounded, and by his gallantry won the rank 
of Brigadier General. He was captured 
while wounded. by Logan’s cavalry, and sent 
to Libby Prison. At his exchange, broken in 
health, he was forced to retire, In 1880 he 
was nominated for President by the Prohibi- 
tion party, but did not accept and voted 
against himself. 


DEATH OF MAJOR LEWIS GINTER 


Pioneer Cigaret Maker Dies After

Lewis Ginter, the cigaret king, who was a 
pioneer in this business, out of which he 
has made a fortune of $10,000,000, died at 
11:20 o’clock tonight at West Brook, hits 
palatial home near this city.

GOLD, BUT. LITTLE FOOD. 


{SPECIAL BY HAL HOFFMAN.] 

Juneau, Alaska, Sept. 23 (by steamship 
Farallon), Seattle, Wash., Oct. 2,—The latest 
news from Dawson City to reach Juneau 
was brought. out tocey by a party of three, 
composed of L. F. Geérish of West Superior, 
Wis.; W. H. Davis of.Tucson,Ariz.; and 
Louis_Lang of North Yakima, Wash: They 
fled from the famine which threatens in 
the Klondike territory, but will return in the 
spring. The party came over the Dalton 
trail. When they reached Chilkoot over the 
mountain pass of the same name they were 
barefooted and without a pound of provi- 
sions. ,Their story is, !n a few words, that 
at this date there is more gold in the Klon- 
dike than grub. Mr. Geerish says that Daw- 
son is-the only placé on the face of the 
earth where gold is a drug on the market 
and food at a premium. They left Dawson 
on Aug. 26. 

“The boats had not got up the river at 
that time,’’ said Geerish,;*‘ and if they snould 
not get through there will be great privution 
and suffering in the Klondike region. ‘rhe 
stores of the two commercial companies had 
stopped selling provisions. On the lasi day 
that provisions were sold I saw lines of men 
a quarter of a mile long waiting for their 
turn to get into the stores. A few would be 
let in atatime. The stores then filled cnly 
orders that had been issued vn them for 
that date. I think the policy of the com- 
panies is to wait till the next boats get up 
on the last run and then divide up the pro- 
visions pro rata. I doubt that there wil. be 
any actual starvation, but there will surely 
be suffering from lack of food. 

“The Thorp party and another which 
started in from Juneau a few weeks ago 
with cattle will not get ihrough. Soup bcnes 
sell at 50 cents each, and fresh meat $1.50 
a pound in Dawson. Three other cattle 
trains we met on the trail will get through 
all right. This meat will probably sell at 
not less than $5 a pound. Daiton Icaves 
Dawson City today with a packtrain. He 
had a thousand applications for passage, put 
could not fillthem. I think he charges }.00 
per man. He will bring out about one hun- 
dred men if he can get provisions to fced 
them. 

Gold Is There in Plenty. 

*“* However, the Klondike is all that it has 
been painted and more. There is gold ga- 
lore in there. I have seen it lying around in 
sacks two feet long. But it must be found. 
There was a new strike on Sulphur Creek 
in August, a short time before we left. 
Sulphur Creek ts about fifty miles over the 
divide from Dawson. It was but little pros- 
pected, and I expect to hear big things 
from it. The trouble with all previous pros- 
pecting in the Klondike is that they did not 
go deep enough. They have experience to 
profit by on Sulphur Creek, and they will 
go to the bottom to see what they have got. 
Dominion Creek was another stream that 
showed up well. Some very good claims 
were located there in June. The Klondike 
has not been exaggerated, but the hard- 
ships to get the gold are hard to overcome, 


Have Started a Graveyard, 


‘* Hundreds are trying to get out of the 
country by way of the river and St. 
Michael’s,””’ resumed the returning llon- 
diker. ‘*‘ Many will get to St. Michael's, but 
I am afraid others will leave their bones 
by the way. Typhoid fever has started a 
graveyard at Dawson. This comes from 
hardships and impoverished blood as much 
as anything else. There is no epidemic, but 
many have died. There is also considerable 
dysentery and some ecurvy. They have 
sarsaparilla and other medicines to fight 
scurvy with. 

** Dill Legget rocked out $45,000 in thirty 
days from his claim on the El Dorado before 
I left. He hardly had a doliar before in his 
life. That is only the scum of his claim. 
The overland newspaper parties bave 
reached Dawson. Newspapers sell at a dol- 
lar a copy in Dawson. 

* Reports that KlondikFers are being held 
up on the river for their provisions are not 
true; we saw none of it. But unless the 
river boats get through all provisions are 
likely to be seized and divided up. No man’s 
stock will be éxempt if this is decided upon. 
Last winter,there was a scarcity of grub at 
Circle City and all the grub was appropriated 
and divided equally. The boats did not get 
up the river. 


Good Chances for Women. 


‘What are the opportunities for women 
in Dawson? A woman's best claim in there 
1s marriage. The women are scarce. All 
who have gone in there are doing well. 
Swift Water Bill agreed to give his wife 
$1,000 a month and he has done so. Any 
woman can get married at Dawson as soon 
as she wants to, and if she will use a little 
sense she can marry a man with money. If 
she is good looking she will have suitors by 
the score.”’ 

Fred Hoyt, the Yukon mail carrier, and a 
companion arrived here three days ago trom 
Dawson City. They left Dawson Aug. 15 
and came over the Dalton or Chilkat trail. 
Henry Bratnober, a confidential agent of the 
Rothschilds and believed also to be a repre- 
sentative of the London Exploration com- 
pany, came out with them. Mr. Bratnober 
left tonight on the Farallon on his way to 
London. He said to Colonel Lambeth of 
Hielena, Mont., a millionaire mining man, 
who is also here: 

“‘Calonel, you and I have seen some won- 
derful countries and some wonderful mines, 
but we have not seen anything that @un be 
compared with the Klondike.” 


Output of $20,000,000, 


Mail Carrier Hoyt says that owing to 
scarcity of provisions the season’s output of 
gold will fall very short of what it would be 
if men could be put to work to do the winter 
thawing and drifting. He says if the b 
shortage had not happened the output ffom 
the Klondike placers would figure in the 
close neighborhood of $20,000,000. It is now 
impossible to buy a claim for any sur> less 
than the real value that the ground contains. 
Considerable attention is being pad to 
quartz, but, owing to the nature of the 
country, prospecting is exceedingly difficult. 
Reports of new discoveries on Stuart River 
that are very rich are now corroborated. and 
Hoyt said nobody was known who could tell 
where they were located. 

Only three letters for Juneau parties: were 
brought out by the mail carrier. One of 
them was from a brother of Kaufman Bros., 
merchants here. Mr. Kaufman’s letter cor- 
roborated the reports of a scarcity of provis- 
ions and a threatened famine and of the ex- 
traordinary efforts being made to get out of 
the country. He writes that there are pros- 
pects of good ore right In Dawson. The let- 
ter states: ‘’ Across the river from here the 
Healy North American Transportation and 
Trading company is spending many thou- 
sands of dollars blasting and opening up 
new ledges. They are expecting to strike 
rich pay ore. It will necessarily have-to be 
rich to justify them to develop. The amount 
of gold that will be taken out by next spring 
is conservatively é@stimated at $20,060,000. 
Every man who never before possessed any- 
thing will pull out millionaires.”

Pleased with the Attention He At-~- 
tracts, the Klondike King Talks 
Freely of Himself, His Belongings, 
and the Fortunes in the Cold Earth 
Still Unclaimed — Two Partners 
from the East Accompany Him—One 


Leaves Harvard for Cold Alaska. 
, , 

Joseph Ladue, bonanza king and owner 
of Dawson City, was in Chicago yesterday 
with three Eastern men. He was taking 
them to the regions of fabulous wealth to 
assist in his grand schemes of developing 
the numerous claims he has in that coun- 
try. His wealth is so great that he doer not 
know its amount himself. In fact he has 
only a vague idea of the value of his recently 
acquired guld mines in the far Northwest. 

Mr. Ladue’s chief amusement at the Audi- 
torium yesterday seemed to be noting the 
astonishment of the guests of the hotel at 
his show of gold. His pockets were jlled 
with nuggets, which he juggied about with 
the carelessness of a man who had bushels 
of them and thought it a matter of small 
moment if a few shovelsful were lost. He 
played with them on the clerk’s desk, Cilat- 
ing upon their worth, and tried to give the 
impression that they were to be picked from 
every bush which grows in Alaska. He has 
mines to sell and'town lots in Dawson City 
as well—town lots by the acre. 

The Klondike man's appearance indicated 
that he had not come into his present wealth 
without a struggle. His hands told the 
story of hard labor. 

*“ You’re right; my name’s Ladue,” he 
said, as he swept his nuggets from the coun- 
ter into his pocket. “I own Dawson City. 
Want to buy a site for a soap factory? Great 
opportunity. Something about mysel? Yes, 
I'll tell you all there is. I own the sile of 
eDawson City; and that means about 178 
acres. It’s selling like hot cakes, too. Every- 
thing’s on the boom. Men are making fort- 
unes every day. Why, it’s easy. Nothing 
to do but buy and sell. Wonderful, eh?’ 

“ But is it true, Mr. Ladue, that the coun- 
try is as rich as reports would lead us to be- 
lieve?’ 

“ Certainly. You people have no idea of 
the amount of unclaimed wealth in that 
country. Up to this time almost nothing 
has been taken out of the ground—almost 
nothing in comparison with what the coun- 
try possesses.

Leadville, Colo., Oct. 2.—An Associated

21 has been the means of putting the rela- 
tives of James Rowan in communication 
with the returned Klondiker. Rowan has 
been in the Alaskan gold fields for thirteen 
years. During the last year he has accumu- 
lated a large fortune, owning several valu- 
able claims on Bonanza Creek. He brought 
down a quantity of gold dust and passed 
through Leadville on his way to New York 
to hunt up relatives, having lost all trace of 
his family during his absence. It now ap- 
péars that he has a brother, John Rowan, at 
130 Lytle street, Chicago, who first learned 
of the arrival of James from the item in the 
Associated Press sent from this point. 


When a reporter for Tun Trisun® called 
at 130 Lytle street last evening John Rowan 
was not at home. Miss Rowan,who explained 
that she was a sister of the brothers, said 
they as yet had not completed arrangements 
for their reunion. 

**I really know but litttle of the whole af- 
fair,’’ said she, ‘** but I understand that my 
brother has been in communication with 
James, but whether or not the two are to 
meet after all these years in Chicago or in 
some other city is more than I can tell.” 


Steamer Portland Sails for Home.

FIRES SWEEP OVER MANY FARMS 


Immense Damage Done by Flames in 
Three States of the Great 
West. 


Larned, Kas., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—A prairie 
fire swept over the northwestern portion 
of this county yesterday, destroying 10,000 
tons of hay and. gern fodder and several 
thousand bushels of wheat. The fire was 
started by a thrashing engine. Before the 
fire could be checked it burned over a ter- 
ritory estimated at 10,000 acres. No lives 
were lost. 

Chicago Junction, O., Oct. 2.—Fire is now 
prevailing in the New Haven marsh, one 
and a half miles south of this place. The 
ground is covered by dry weeds and rotting 
vegetation, which is easily ignited. The fire 
was caused by the burning of a brush heap 
by a farmer and has been burning for nearly 
a week, and today 2,000 acres of the tract 
of 6,000 acres is a smoking mass. Two 
houses have been burned and nearly a dozen 
more are in danger. All the inhabitants are 
prepared to move within short notice, as 
the fire is burning everything in its path. 

Winnings, Manitoba, Oct. 2.—Owing to 
long cormtinued drought all vegetation has 
become parched to tinder and a small prairie 
fire, which started a few days ago, has been 
fanned into fury. by high winds. Today « 
gale is blowing and the fires have run up 
close to the city. The air is full of smoke 
and flying ashes and dust, which, together 
with the intense heat, makes existence al- 
roost unbearable. 

Benton Harbor, Mich., Oct. 2.—[Special. ]— 
Fire started in the Kieble clearings, near 
this place, has spread over hundreds of 
acres of meadows and pastures today, doing 
much damage to property and fruit vines. 
Farmers are fighting the flames to save 
buildings. . 

Ellendale, N. D., Oct. 2.—A great prairie 
fire is raging southwest of here. Much ap- 
prehension is felt, as it seems to cover a 
7 territory.

Will Not Withdraw the Entire 
Sum from Circulation. 


ELECTRICITY VERSUS CABLE. 


Washington, D. €., Oct. 2:--{8pecial.]— 
Nearly $51,000,000 is the total amount that 
is to be received by the government for its 
lien upon the Union Pacific rallway as a re- 
sult of the foreclosure sale on November 1. 

Both the officials of the organization and 
the representatives of the reorganization 
Syndicate are very reticent as to the details 
of the transaction, but the negotiations of 
the last few days have led to an agreement 
which is in effect an increase of about $5,000,- 
000 in the amount which the government is 
to receive for its lien. This will make the 
increase in the cash balance of the Treasury 
as a result of the sale of the road and the 
bonds in the sinking fund about $46,000,000. 
as the $4,537,216 in cash belonging to the 
Union Pacific sinking fund is now carried 
as part of the cash in the Treasury. 

It is now understood that all the payments 
are to be made in two months after the sale, 
which would bring in the total amount paid 
by the first of January. The government is 
then required to pay on Jan. 1 on account 
of matured bonds of the various Pacific rail- 
ways $30,000,000 in round numbefs, so that 
all but about $16,000,000 of money paid for 
the government interest in the road will go 
back into circulation immediately on that 
date. 

One of the matters which’ has been con- 
sidered at the recent conferences between 
the Attorney General and Governor Hoadley, 
representing the reorganization syndicate, 
has been the question of the withdrawal 
of such a large sum as $46,000,000 from clir- 
culation for even a short time. The Treas- 
ury Officials have no desire to lock this 
money up in the Treasury and tighten the 
money market in consequence, and it is 
probable that the $30,000,000 which will have 
to be paid out again on Jan. 1 will not be 
actually paid into the Treasury at all, but 
will be deposited in the national bank gov- 
ernment depositories, where it will be sub- 
ject to the draft of the Treasurer of the 
United States, and can be paid out in re- 
demption of bonds without being actually 
taken out of circulation at all. The balance 
of the purchase money will be transferred 
to the Treasury. 

Part of the increase which will be paid by 
the reorganization syndicate is the result 
of recognition by that syndicate of the 
validity of the government claim to a lien 
on the Omaha bridge. An increase of be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 is made on 
this account. It is impossible to learn 
whether the remainder of the increase is due 
to placing a new valuation on the bonds in 
the sinking fund or to a direct increase in 
the amount to be bid for the government 
lien on the Union Pacific road.

The Metro- 
politan line in Washington, which, to a 
large extent, parallels and intersects the 
old cable lines, is run with the underground 
trolley system and it has proved so great 
a success that the Capitol Traction com- 
pany is obliged to introduce the new sys- 
tem. It will remodel its conduits to 
secure the electrical power, and when the 
work is completed Washington will have 
the nest intramural system in the country. 
An act of Congress barred the unsightly 
overhead wires from the City of Wash- 
ington. The Metropolitan company was 
forced into the underground system with 
many misgivings, but the system proved 
an unqualified success, having stood the test 
of two winters.

Anniversary of the Speedway’s 
Opening Celebrated. 


NEW HUNDRED-MILE MARK.

Large Crowd Present. 


About 10,000 people saw the events, which 
were of the highest order, and the best ama- 
teurs and local “ pros’’ furnished as good 
a class of racing as has been seen in Chicago 
for many a day. 

The amateur open events, as well as the 
handicaps, furnished the best racing, as 
all the fast men were on scratch, and the 
rivairy for places made the finishes as close 
and exciting as one could well wish to see.

VISITORS PUSH IT OVER. 


The University of Chicago team of 1897 
stands disgraced before the student body of 
the school and before the colleges of the 
West.

He 
was not.a comparative anatomist, he said, 
but he enumerated a list of medical schools 
in which he was demonstrator of human 
anatomy. He began his direct testimony 
by saying he did not know whether the sesa- 
moid bone which the State claims is human 
was human or not. He did not know wheth- 
er the alleged human femur was human or 
not. He did not know whether the alleged 
fragment of human rib was human or not. 
Luetgert’s attorneys began to appear in 
despair of their witness. 

Then Dr. Eckley was given the fragment 
of alleged human skull.

This ‘‘ sui generis,’’ the witness 
thought, was proof “per se” that the 
State’s bone was not human.

WOULD HYPNOTIZE LUETGERT. 


Dr. J. Alexander MclIvor-Tyndall 
Wants to Establish His Guilt 
or Innocence. 


Dr. J. Alexander MclIvor-Tyndall, who 
claims London as his home, is in Chicago for 
the purpose of deciding whether or not Luet- 
gert is guilty of the murder of his wife. 
Fertunately he is not another bone expert, 
ahd his coming does not mean that the pub- 
lic must withstand another deluge of sci- 
entific opinion. 

He deals in subtler matter. Heis a hypno- 
tist, clairvopant, mind-reader, seer, or what- 
ever you will, and has had experience before 
this, if he is to be believed, in great criminal 
cases, among them the Hensen case in Min- 
neapolis and the Dawson case in Los An- 
geles. 

“It is a fair offer that I would make Mr.

“I would place him under 
hypnotic influence, and it will be impossible 
for him to tell when in that state anything 
but the truth. He could certainly have no 
reasonable objection to the experiment ifhe 
is innocent, as he claims.’’ 2 

The doctor is a young man of striking ap- 
pearance, with deep-set eyes and a head of 
hair that rivals the familiar Paderewski 
mop. He is certainly not a man to be easily 
put out by questions in his chosen field.

MR. THORNTON ALSO TALKS: 


Mayor Harrison, in discussing yesterday 
the attempt of the Chicago General railway 
company to persuade the Supreme Court 
that cities could not demand compensation 
from street railway companies or other cor- 
porations for franchise privileges, said: 

“It seems to me a perfectly plain propo- 
sition that when a city like Chicago grants 
a franchise to the corporation, which would 
be valueless except for the fact of the exist- 
ence of the city, it has a right to share in 
the profits. of the enterprise, It is a prin- 
ciple of my administration that the bene- 
ficiaries by such public grants must com- 
pensate the city, in part, at least, for the 
favors they receive, and I shall continue to 
abide by. it.’’ 

Corporation Counsel Thornton is confi- 
dent he can beat the case in the courts. 

“So far as the Chicago General franchise 
goes,” said yesterday, ‘if it is bad in 
that pavbof it providing for the payment of 
$500 a mile to the city, it is bad in all, and 
Mr. Bonney simply defeats himself by the 
contention he is making.

Nearly Half the Available Supply— 
New York Firms Secure What Is 
Left—Popular Goober Pea in Great- 
er Sona. 


There have been all manner and sorts of 
trusts, but until now no one ever dreamed 
that some day the great American peanut 
would be claimed by the barons. The small 
boy has witnessed the formation of the candy 
trust, the firecracker trust, the cigaret trust, 
and even the pie trust, without one single 
complaint, but the new peanut trust has 
aroused his ire and every schoolboy 
throughout this wide land is up in arms— 
and likewise are the monkeys in Lincoln 


Park. 


Shelled peanuts have already advanced 


several cents, while the nut in the shell is 
just beginning to aspire to higher prices. To 
make matters worse, the price of confection- 
ers’ sugar recently advanced, as has also 
the price of the cheaper grades of molasses, 
and the peanut bar has already begun to di- 
minish in size, is a little less sweet than of 
old, and the kernels are farther between. 


France and Spain Take Halt. 


The last peanut crop throughout the entire 
South is reported to have been unusually 
poor, and for some weeks it has been gencr- 
ally understood there would be a scarcity 
on the market during the coming winter. 
Aside from bad crops, France and Spain 
have recently come into the market as heavy 
buyers of ‘the heretofore much-despised 
American goober pea, and are reported to 
have quietly secured options on nearly one- 
half of the present crop. Several large 
Eastern. firms have combined for the pur- 


pose of buying up what France and Spain. 


have left, both of the present crop and the 
two or three coming crops. The Virginia 
and Kentucky nuts, considered to be the 
best, are said to have been completely bought 
up by the trust, while the small lots left in 
Tennessee, Georgia, and the other South- 
ern States are already nearly exhausted. 

Prices on the local market have already 
advanced nearly a cent a pound, and deal- 
ers expect that before many days the 
price will be quoted above 7% cents. 


Combine in Barbed Wire. 


The long-threatened barbed wire trust 
‘has become, or soon will be, a fact. Accord- 
ing to report twenty of the thirty-three 
mills devoted to the manufacture of barbed 
and plain wire and wire nails are to be com- 
bined, and fully fifteen of the mills have 
already practically been purchased by the 
syndicate and the remaining five mills are 
being negotiated for. The syndicate, which 
is said to be composed of only American 
capitalists, has a capital of $50,000,000. 

The mills which it is planned to take into 
the combination are located in Illinois, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Mis- 
souri. The plans for uniting the twenty 
companies originated with the officers of the 
Consolidated Steeh and Wire company, with 
offices in the Rookery, Chicago. 

President J. W. Gates of the Illinois Steel 
company and ex-Judge E. H. Gary were re- 
cently in the East and conferred with sev- 
eral of the large manufacturers who are to 
become partners in the proposed combine, 
and it is said the idea of forming the mills 
into a single company was enthusiastically 
received by all to whom it was broached. 
It was also learned that the new company 
would be easily financed, and with this in- 
formation Mr. Gates and ex-Judge Gary 
returned to Chicago full of hope for the 
success of the new project. 


GETS TWO LICENSES TO WED. 


Abram Bowers Secures One from Cook 
County and One from the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 


Abram Bowers was married last night, but 
he did not do it until the University of Chi- 
cago said he might. There is an unwritten 
law at the varsity stronger than any of the 
Medes and Persians’, which decrees that 
students shall not marry while students at 
the University of Chicago. This rule is rig- 
idly enforced. 

Thus it was that when Mr. Bowers, the 
manager of the University Express compa- 
ny, wished to marry Miss Lucy Scott of 5836

LECTURES ON COUNT TOLSTOI. 


His Virtues Extolled Before a Well 
Attended Meeting of the 
Matheon Club. 


Miss Jane Addams’ lecture on “ Tolstoi and 
the Russian Peasant,’’ the material for 
which she secured last year while visiting 
at the home of this famous nobleman, was 
delivered before the Matheon club, the oc- 
casion being the opening meeting of this 
organization of young women this season in 
the art gallery of the Illinois club. . Néarly 
all of the 300 members were present. 

Miss Addams spoke of Tolstoi’s life as 
divided into thrée parts. First, the life of a 
Russian nobleman; second, the life of a phi- 
lanthropist; third, the life of a hero, who, 
true to his convictions, surrendered his vast 
estates and set his serfs free. 

The speaker described the serf system at 
length and told of the life of a Russian 
village. She also told of Tolstoi’s convic- 
tions regarding art, which coincide with her 
own. 

**'We have no art,” said Miss Addams, 

*‘ because the people who really need it do 
not receive it. Count Tolstoi says the effect 
of his novels was bad because the people 
for whom they were written did not read 
them.,’’ 

The family life of the Tolstoi family was 
described. The Countess and some of the 
children do not share the views of the hus- 
band and father; but one daughter sympa- 
thizes with him completely. 

* Tolstoi impresses one first as keen, then 
as great,’’ concluded Miss Addams. “ He 
is, perhaps, the grandest view the world 
could present—a strong man doing abso- 
lutely what he believes to be right.”’ 

Next week’s meeting of the Matheon will 
be under the auspices of the musical depart- 
ment. It has outlined a course of siudy 
which includes the . music of different 
countries. 

Next Saturday Scottish music will be con- 
sidered. A program of Scottfsh airs and 
folk song will be given by the club members. 
The meeting will be at 9:80.

He 
Icoked up and saw tho flames had set fire 
to the excelsior in which the china was 
pecked. Before he reached the street there 
was a second éxplosion and he was cut by 
flying glass. He turned in an alarm, and 
when he returned the smoke was so dense 
he was compelled to leave the basement. 

The family of Gustav Johnson, who lived 
over Spearber & Smith's undertaking es- 
tablishment, were compelled to flee without 
saving anything. 

Luidderman Fuller was in the basement 
when the first stream of water was thrown 
on the crockezy. He was cut about the face 
and hands. The dense smoke that poyred 
fromm below the street nearly overcame the 
firemen, The loss is covered by insurance.

PETITIONS TO GOVERNOR. | £ 


Desire to Secure a Change in the 
Primary Election Law. 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED. 


A meeting of representatives of the po- 
litical committees of various clubs and‘or- 
ganizations interested in primary election 
reform was held at the rooms of the Civic 
federation yesterday afternoon to consider 
ways and means for bringing pressure to 
bear upon the Governor to tnclude the sub- 
ject of primary election reform in the call 
for an extra session of the Legislature. The 
subject of primary election reform was 
coupled with that of revenue reform in the 
netitions to the Governor which have been 
circulated fs7 geveral weeks, and which have 
receiver numerous signatures. 

At the last session of the Legislature the 
primary election bill came near passing, 
and, it is believed, would have. passed if it 
could hav@ been reached two hours earlier 
in the closing session, but the effort made at 
that time has served to create a strong senti- 
ment, which will be of great assistance in a 
special session. 

Chairman MacMillan stated the object of 
the meeting to be the discussion of plans 
for urging upon Governor Tanner the im- 
portance of including the subject of primary 
election reform in the list of subjects to be 
considered, provided a special session of the 
General Assembly is called. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

John 8, Miller of the Political committee of 
the Union League club urgéd that action be 
immediately taken to imptess upon the Gov- 
ernor the fact that in the subject of primary 
election reform there were more clubs, or- 
ganizations, and people interested than even 
in the subject of revenue reform. He offered 
the following resolutions, which were unan- 
imously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Governor be respectfully 
urged, in the -event of the calling of a special 
session of the Legislature, to include in his of- 
ficial call the subject of reform in the primary 
election laws as one of the matters for legislative 
Consideration at said special session. 

Resolved further, That a committee of fifteen be 
appointed by the chairman of this meeting to 
lay this matter before the Governor and to take 
such other steps as may be necessary to further the 
objects of these resolutions, — 


Other Organizations Interested. 

Edwin D. Wheelock, President of the 
Christian Citizenship ieague, brought out 
the fact that the organizations representing 
the league have been actively engaged in the 
effort to obtain primary election reform and 
purification of politics for many years, that 
the memberships of the Epworth league, 
Christian Endeavor society, dnd other 
church organizations represented in the 
league are in sympathy with this moveinent 
and. that this sentiment exists not only in 
Chicago, but throughout the State. 

Further remarks were made by Edwin A. 
Schell, George E. Cole, Lawrence P. Boyle, 
Edwin Burritt Smith, Adolph Nathan, 
George L. Douglass, William A. Giles, and 
Nicholay Grenstad. 

It was said in behalf of the labor organiza- 
tions represented that there was an over- 
whelming sentiment among labor unions for 
primary election reform, and if an extra 
session is called the labor unions of Chicago 
are aimost to a man in favor of including 
in the call the subject of primary election 
reforin. 

There were members of the following or- 
ganizations present at this meeting: Union 
League, Iroquois, Marquette, Hamilton, and 
Lincoln clubs, Municipal Voters’ league, 
Christian Citizenship league, Building 
Trades Council, Typographical union, Fed- 
eration of Labor, Bricklayers’ union, and 
Civic federation.

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Wolcott Moves Mysteriously. 

Senator Wolcott arrived ‘in London on 
ne enenine: evening, and in accordance to 

© newspaper announcements should have 
gone straight to the Bristol Hotel, where a 
crowd of reporters, armed with huge note- 
books, as As the custom here, were awaiting 
him, but a thick fog of mystery shrouded 
Wolcott, The evening was warm, but nev- 
ertheless the envoy was cloaked like a stage 
villain, and appeared to tremble at the pos- 
sibility of recognition. Attended by . his 


secretary, Mr. Holiander, he stealthily left ' 


the railway station and drove in a common 
cab to Shelvey’s boarding-house in Clarges 
street. Pickets having been posted at all 
approaches to the envoy’s modest apart- 
ments, Senator Wolcott ate dinner in soli- 
tary state, and then very unwisely went to 
bed upon a full stomach. The next day 
Secretary Hollander apologetically ex- 
plained that great responsibilities rested 
on Wolcitt and his colleagues of the special 
mission. That being so, said the secretary, 
his chief myst on no account be addressed, 
described, or accosted as Senator as long 
as he ison the special mission. He is plain 
Mr. Wolcott. As Senator he*would willing- 
ly talk to reporters, but as ‘an envoy on a 
special mission he was debarred from such 
relaxation. 

During the next two weeks Senator Wol- 
cott, or, rather, Mr. Wolcott, proposes to 
make reconnaissances from Shelvey’s 
boarding-house. Thereafter he will make 
an attack in force on the British govern- 
ment, and the probabilities are that in about 
@ month. he will have delivered hi#Tfeport 
at Washington, and once more become Sen- 
ator Wolcott. He has an appointment to 
meet the Chancellor of the Exchequer next 
week. 


Enlargement of Japan’s Navy. 

The Liverpool Journal of Commerce states 
that arrangements are expected to be com- 
pleted at the end of the month for placing 
in England a considerable number of orders 
in connection with the Japanese naval de- 
velopments. The orders in question will in 
the first place be for iron and steel material 
and ship plates to be used on vessels which 
will. either be repaired and _ thor- 
oughly modernized or built in Jap- 
anese waters. It is computed that 
during the next eight years the total 
outlay by Japan on account of her naval 
developments will not be less than $125,- 
000,000, but tis will include a considerable 
sum for heavy ordnance, machine guns, and 
modernizing the older vessels. At the end 
of 1904 the Japanese government hopes to 
have six first-class battleships of 12,510 
tons and 15,250 tons, these to be followed 
by three of the latter class, six of the first 
class, nine of the second class, and seven of 
the third class, two fast armored cruisers, 
five torpedo gunboats, three torpedo depot 
ships, fifteen torpedo boat déstroyers with 
speed ranging up to thirty-three knots; 125 
torpedo boats, and we gunboats 
and fighting sloops. 

Japan, according to the same authority, 
recently formed an intention to contract for 
a large supply of swords, naval cutlasses, 
and bayonets to replace arms of obsolete 
pattern. *“ But,” mournfully adds the 
Journal of Commerce, “in anticipation of 
securing these contracts, an American house 
has made certain offers which it is under- 
stood are of such a favorable character that 
they are likely to be accepted.”’ 


Commended by the Emperor. \ 


The Captain ef the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse .will,.d#-i9 said, find a letter waiting 
fot him at homie troth Empéror William, ex- 
pressing his Majesty’s high satisfaction that 
the ship has justified the imperial confidence 
in her powers,by breaking the record on the 
first trip from Southampton to New York. 
The Emperor, having got the army maneu- 
vers off his mind, has taken the navy in 
hand once more and is said to have invented, 
so far as the making of the drawings go, 
a device for getting more power out of boil- 
ers. It must be confessed that the descrip- 
tion of the scheme is somewhat vague, but 
nothing more definite can be asceriained at 
present. The Vulcan yard will have the hon- 
or of attempting to put the-imperial theory 
into practice, for his Majesty will have no 
foreigners in the business. He is, in fact, 
much displeased with the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can company’s persistence in its unpatriotic 


_course of having its ships bulltabroad. The 


company says that in these days of fierce 
competition they must buy in the cheapest 
market, which happens just now to be Bel- 
fast. There Harland & Wolff are building 
two Hamburg-American liners, from which 
much is expected. Among other novelties 
each will carry six very large lifeboats of 
novel design and the engines are said to be 
remarkable, but the Captains of these ves- 
sels, even should they break records every 
trip, are not likely to receive imperial com- 
mendation. Emperor William’s delight is, 
as he says in the letter referred to, due to 
he fact that the fastest Atlantic voyage ever 
performed is by a German made ship from 
keel to truck, and officered and manned by 


Germans. 
Demand for a Golf Tribunal. 


The efforts to obtain a golf tribunal that 
will be representative of the legding clubs 
has again failed and the Royal and Ancient 
club will continue as the final court of ap- 
peal in the noble game. The reformers orig- 
inally aspired to the formatioh of a union 
on the lines of the famous Rugby Football 
union, but this was abandoned at an early 
stage owing to the difficulties which cropped 
up. It was then that a proposal was made 
for a governing bedy, to consist of seven 
members of the Royal and Ancient and 
seven other members, representative of an 
equal number of other clubs. This was de- 
feated at the spring meeting of the Royal 
and Ancient. It was brought forward at 
the autumn meeting this week, but again 
defeated in favor of a council of fifteen, 
composed of all members of the Royal and 
Ancient club, but all proposed alterations in 
the rules must be carried by two-thirds ma- 
jority at a general meeting of the club in 
order to become a law. This decision is not 
likely to be accepted without protest irom 
a number of clubs. The links are increasing 
at an extraordinary rate.and it is impossible 
for English and Irish golfers to submit for- 
ever to the domination of one club, the mem- 
bers of which appear to think that every 

nationality except the Scotch is disqualified 
by nature from playing golf properly.

The typhoid epidemic at Maidstone pre- 
sents a striking instance of the penalties of 
insanitation.

Engineers Would Resume Work.

That 
date is the fiftieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the union, and 50,000 workers through- 
out England, each having an allotted dis- 
trict, are pledged to make a house-to-house 
canvass, visiting every house ifi the land be- 
tween 8 a. m. and 10 p. m.

TO REVIVE THE SUGAR TRADE. 
West India Royal Commission Points 


Out the Difficulties and Sug- 
gests Remedies. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Oct. 2.—The government has is- 
sued a blue book containing the report of the 
West India Royal commission appointed to 
investigate the condition and prospects of 
the British sugar-growing colonies in the 
West Indies. 

The report refers to the competition in the 
cultivation and manufacture of beet sugar 
and the high protective tariffs, and regards 
those causes of depression in the West Indies 
sugar industry as permanent. Many sugar 
estate have been abandoned and many more 
will have to be given up. 

The best immediate remedy, the commis- 
sioners say, would be the abandonment of 
the bounty system by the continental na- 
tions, but they are also of the opinion that 
even if the bounties should be abolished a 
crisis similar to the one now existing might 
again arise. A majority of the commission 
does not support the proposal to impose 
countervailing duties, but dn this the chair- 
man of the commission, Sir Henry Norman, 
formerly Governor of Jamaica, differs from 
them. The following measures of relief are 
unanimously recommended: 

The settlement in the West Indies sugar- 
growing colonies of a laboring population 
upon small plats of ground as peasant pro- 
prietors; the establishment of minor agri- 
cultural industries for the encouragement 
of trade in fruit with New York and after- 
ward with London, and the improvement of 
the means of communication between the 
different islands. 

The commissioners estimate the cost of the 
three remedies mentioned at £27,000 a 
year for ten years, to be borne by Great 
Britain. They also recommend an imperial 
loan of £120,000 for the establishment of 
central factories in the Island of Barbadoes, 
and also a grant of £30,000 to the 


construction of roads and to meet the ex- 
pense of settling the laboring population 
upon their allotment of land. ' They also rec- 


floating debt of some of the smaller islands, 
and another of £20,000 for five years to en- 
able the smaller islands to meet their or- 
dinary obligatory expeditures. 


TOLSTOI’S DOCTRINE OF LOVE. 


Discusses the Gulf Between the Fam- 
ished Millions and the Over- 
fed, Overdressed Rich.

London, Oct. 2.—Count Tolstol, the great 
Russian novelist, contributes to the Chron- 
icle passages from his diary under the cap- 
tion of “‘ The Demands of Love.” He vivid- 
ly pictures cleanly educated people living 
voluntarily in a Russian village with the 
idep of helping the peasantry under the 
idea that all men are equals before God 
in the right to life and all that life carr 
give. He says: 

“One would think that no kind of life 
could be better, but nevertheless, this life 
will be purgatory or will become purgatory 
if these people are not hypocrites and do not 
life—-i. e.: if they are really sincere.” 

In a@ graphic description of the filth and 
squalor of a Russian village he leads up 
to the assertion that its equality Is based 
on force and that only by the destruction 
‘thereof is betterment possible. He shows 
the uselessness of the revolutionary rem- 
edy of violence, which, he says, is only 
opposing the old violence by new. He con- 
cludes: 

* Dreadful and difficillt as {s the position of 
& man living a Christian life amidst a lifes 
of violence, he has no path but that of strug- 
gle and sacrifice, sacrifice without end. One 
must realize the gulf that separates the 
famished millions from the overfed, over- 
dressed rich, and to fill up this gulf we need 
sacrifices and not the hy pocrisy with which 
we now try to hide from ourselves the depth 
of the gulf. A man may lack strength 
to throw himself into the gulf, but it can- 
not be escaped by any one who seeks after 
life. We may be unwilling to go into it, 
but let us be honest and say so, and not 
deceive ourselves with hypocritical pre- 
tenses. 

“ Black bread and want seem so terrible, 
but the bottom of the pit of want is not 
so deep after all, and we are often like the 
boy who clung by his hand in terror all 
night to the edge of a well into which he 
had stumbled, fearing the depth and the 
water he supposed were there, while a foot 
below him was the bottom. Yet we must 
not trust to that bottom. We must go 
forward prepared to die. Only that love 
is true love which knows no. limit to 8ac- 
rifice, even unto death.”’

England Likes Salisbury’s Bering 
Sea Attitude. — 


BALFOUR GOES TO IRELAND.

London, Oct. 2.—[Copyright, 1897, by Even- 
ing Post Publishing Company.]-—The Den- 
bighshire election has put the Liberals in high 
glee. A Liberal return was expected, but no 


one dreamed that an unknown London bar- | 


rister, fighting against a local magnate, 
would be réturned by the largest poll ever 
given in the constituenty—namely 500 
greater than the Liberal majority of 1895 and 
1,500 greater than that.of 1892. This sweep- 
ing victory, taken with other by-elections, 
is spoken of by Liberals as proving that lib- 
eralism once more .is on the high road to 
power. The country, they say, revolts at 
the government's persistent policy of bol- 
stering up landlordism and clericatism at the 


‘expense of the general taxpayer, while the 


whitewashing of Cecil Rhodes and the con- 
dition of India make the public nervous lest 
the empire should be getting out of hand 
under Lo# Salisbury and Mr. Chamberiain. 
Even the staid sapeeeend strongly takes this 
view today. 

The fact, however, is that the election 
proves little more than that in Wales the 
desire for disestablishment and land reform 
is as keen as ever, and England, not Wales, 
is the predominant partner. English liberal- 
ism has, indeed, yet to show signs of awak- 
ening. It is oppressed by the want of vigor- 
ous leadership. So inanimate is the party 
that the program which John Morley. elabo- 
rated this week of disestablishment all 
round, Irish home rule, and a local liquor 
veto, passed almost unheeded, while the re- 
newed attempts of one coterie in the party 
to tempt Lord Rosebery back to the leader- 
ship as the only rival to Lord Salisbury in 
foreign affairs and the only Liberal leader 
unsmirched by the South African committee 
fiasco, have: only awakened sneers from 
other coteries. A few East Denbighshires 
in England, with their evidences of a weak- 
ened ministerial hold on public opinion, 
would speedily change all this, 

Churchmen Piead with Balfour. 

The disintegration the ministerial forces 
are suffering is illustrated by this week's 
humiliating collapse of the attempt to graft 
denominational preaching on the national 
school system by making the apostles’ creed 
the measure of religious instruction in the 
London common schools. The Guardian, 
the leading’church journal, tried to save the 
defeat of this latest ebullition of clericalism 
' by omitting the clauses respecting the Cath- 
olic Church, the communion of saints, and 
the forgiveness of sins from the parts to be 
interpreted by teachers, but even this at- 
tempted compromise was abandoned. Now 
the Guardian plaintively admits that it has 
‘no hope of improving the religious instruo- 
tion in the London schools.”’ In despair lest 
the progressives completely carry the day 
over thé disunited churchmen, the minis- 
terial journals are pleading with Mr. Bal-

._ &esiety Felt for Greece, ’ 

The friends of Greece do not disguise their 
anxiety at the way things are going at 
Athens. 
eafnestly advise the Greeks to abandon 
party differences, and to follow the example 
of the French in 1871 and quickly to accept 
the decision of the powers, however humil- 
iating, lest worse things befall them in the 
continued dislocation of trade, another bar- 
ren year in Thessaly, and the possible 
evercion of Athens by Turkey’s troops. The 
Spectator, which has proved Greece's best 
friend in the English press, earnestly con- 
jures her thus to free the land from the 
dread of invasion, to reduce her army and 
navy to half their present size, but to make 
them so efficient that when the time comes, 
as soon it must, for the partition of Turkey 
through sheer rottenness, she may prove a 
useful ally to one of the powers, say Austria, 
and acquire as her reward Epirus, a bit of 
Macedonia, and most of the islands populated 
by Greeks. Persistence in internal dissen- 
sions must, says the Spectator, end in merg- 
ing in a federal Austria. 

This, of course, begs the question of how 
Greece can raise money to pay the indemni- 
ty without an effective guaranty of the pow- 
ers to enable her to borrow at 8 instead of 6 
per cent. It seems clear that Lord Salisbury 
is still convinced that the international con- 
trol, when face to face with thé figures of 
the Greek revenue, muSt fall back.on his 
proposal for a joint guaranty of an indemni- 
ty loan by England, Russia, and France. 

Salisbury and the Seals. 

This is how the Spectator comments today 
on the Bering Sea business: 

“The government at Washington is just 
like a big lawyer, who, honest enough him- 
self, does not like to snub the graspingness 
of a profitable client.’’ 

Lord Salisbury’s attitude seems to meet 
general English acceptance, for this vague 


‘but no doubt quite exaggerated notion of 


monopolist speculators at the elbow of the 
Washington officials robs United States of- 
ficial action of national weight with the av- 
erage Englishman. 

Balfour is doing a most. sensible thing in 
arranging a tour through the western dis- 
.ricts of Ireland before deciding on measures 
of relief. The Englishmen who are most 
sympathetic toward Ireland express doubts 
as to how far famine reports are politics and 
how far facts, while the ministerialists open- 
ly say that the cry of famine from scores 
of Irish Boards of Guardians is quité un- 
warranted and only means, as the chairman 
of the Skibbereen board said this week: 
“We want to get some money from the gov- 
ernment as the Baltimore péople did.” 

Whatever mioney real Irish distress calls 
for Parliament will readily grant, though 
nobody supposes that the government will 
accede t6 an Irish demand, if made, for an 
earlier meeting of Parliament: 

Protection for Giraffes Asked. 

Naturalists express concern at the in- 
vasion by huaters of the last stronghold of 
the giraffe in South Africa—namely: the 
north Kalahari Desert, between the tropic 
of Capricorn and the southern limit of tropi- 
cal winter rains.

$25 apiece brought by the skins. This ter- 
ritory, Uke the giraffe country around Lake 
Ugami, is directly under the British control. 
The British and Cape governments are be- 
ing urged to protect giraffes from ex- 
termination by forbidd slaughter.

President Leslie Carter of the South 
Side Elevated Railroad Affixes Hix 
Signature to the Document and the 
Work of Completing the Down- 
Town Connection Will Now Be 
Rushed—Lake Street and Metropoli- 
tan Will Use Tt im a Few Days. 


The last of the leases for the use of the 

Union Loop was signed yesterday, when 
President Leslie Carter of the South Side 
Elevated railroad affixed his signature to 
the document. The Metropolitan, the Lake 
Street, and the Northwestern Elevated have 
already become parties to the lease, and 
within the next week or ten days the Metro- 
politan and the Lake Street will be running 
all trainwaround the loop. 
’ There was a conference of all the elevated 
railroad officials yesterday afternoon at the 
office of Mr. Yerkes, 444 North Clark street. 
Mr. Yerkes was not present, but his inter- 
ests were looked after by Judge Jamieson, 
general counsel for the loop company, and 
D. H. Louderback, the chief lieutenant of 
Mr. Yerkes. At the close of the conference 
the announcement was made that the last 
of the differerices had been settled and the 
leases had all been signed. 

The South Side Elevated has had the iron 
in Chicago for several weeks to build the 
connection with the loop. The company will 
have only a short half block to build in Harri- 
son street from the alley, between Ssate 
street and Wabash avenue, to Wabash. All 
the foundations were put in some time ago, 
and the iron for the structure was hauled to 
the place yesterday for the building of the 
connection. This work can be completed 
inside the next four weeks. 

The increase in traffic as a result of the 
operation of the trains on the loop is esti- 
mated at from 20 to 60 per cent on the present 
traffic. 

It is the intention of the Metropolitan to 
start using the loop next Sunday. The Lake 
Street expects to begin operating on the four 
sides even earlier. 

The Northwestern Elevated is still a long 
way from completion, but under the terms of 
the lease it must begin paying at the rate 
of $62,500 a year from the present time, 
though it will not likely be in a position to 
get any benefit from the loop for at least 
twelve months.

There are today 355 places in the City 
of Chicago where street pavements have 


‘been torn up. Some of these, and it is 


only fair to say the most of them, are open- 
ings for making gas or sewer connections or 
for repairing leaks. This kind of work 
is to a degree unavoidable in a large and 
constantly growing city, but it is the man- 
ner in which it is done to which exception is 


second to ‘Thirty-third street. This 
thoroughfare is to be paved with asphalt, 
and pre‘iminary work is now being done on 
the underground network of gas pipes and 
wire conduits. For weeks laborers have 
been digging in the trenches in a desultory 
manner without making much visible prog- 
ress. I'rade within this district has been 
virtually killed for the time being, and 
there are loud complairits from people who 
have a right to an unobstructed use of the 
thoroughfare. The necessity for making 
the improvement is admitted; objection is 
made merely to the unseemly and vexatious 
delay. ; 
Wells street is also in bad shape, especial- 
ly from Hill to Oak streets and between 
North avenue and Carl street. Here the 
conditions are much the same as those on 
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The People’s Gas company sions 
has cut into the streets in 2/1 piaces. 
Permanent improtements necessitating 
an embargo on traffic. number thirty-five, 
and there are forty-nine other openings for 
various purposes, Many. of these extend 
for blocks, deep trenches being dug on both 
sides of the highway and little or no proyi- 
sion made for the safety of people who are 
eompelled to cross the streets. The most 
serious complaint arises from the ag- 
gravating delay with which nearly all of 
these works are marked, Commissioner 
McGann anticipates-an even more serious 
and troublesome state of affairs when the 
underground work is finished and relaying 
of pavement is attempted. 

“The situation is bad enough already,” 
says the commissioner, “ but I fear it will 
be worse when the hastily and improperly 
laid pavements get a chance to settle.”

One of the most.annoying obstructions to 
street traffic in Chicago is that on Cottage

Powers of the Corporations. 

‘Under the rules of the Public Works 
department contractors who have work to 
do on a city highway are allowed to tear 
up only two blocks at a time, and should re- 
place these in a good serviceable condition 
beforé .opening up another section. In 
practice, however, contractcrs ignore this 
requirement. Cottage Grove avenue, for 
instance, was one day last week dismantled 
for more than six blocks, and is today in 
impassable shape for more than this dis- 
tance. The law also requires the city to 
make all repairs in the way of relaying 
pavements, stopping leaks, and establish- 
ing conuections, the cost to be collected 
from the corporations interested.

Reads the Hands of Monkeys. 


In connection with these photographs rep- 
resenting the hands of persons raised by 
talent or circumstances above their fellows 
it is interesting to note pictures of hands 
of quite another sort recently applied by 
a London medical student to a peculiar form 
of argument. He has taken exception to 
the theories advanced by “ Cheiro,”’ the 
palmist, in his book, ‘‘ Language of the 
Hand,” and has gone about refuting them 
in manner strictly original. Taking the 
rules laid down by “ Cheiro ’’ for palm read- 
ing he has applied them to the hands of 
animals lower than man. 

The first example he calls “the hand of 
a rather dull-witted baboon.’’ He finds in 
it the girdle of Venus, which, ‘ Cheiro” 
says, ‘‘is, as a rule, associated with highly 
sensitive, intellectual natures,’’ uncommoen- 
ly well marked. The line of the head, lying 
close to the line of the heart, indicates that 
the head rules the heart— an uncommon 
state of government in the life of a mon- 
key.”’: The mount of Venus, being large, 
shuts the monkey out from the possession 
of a moral character.

Well-to-Do ‘Take Advantage 
of Free Dispensaries. 


SEEK FREE MEDICAL AID. 


How an Important Public Char- 
ity Is Imposed Upon. 


DOCTORS LARGELY TO BLAME 


OT a day passes, according to the 

statements of local physicians and 

surgeons, that men and women in af- 

fluent circumstances do not line up 

with the needy or poverty-stricken at 

the free dispensaries in Chjeago, and often 

in the scramble for gratuitous medicines 

and treatment the worthy poor are repulsed 

and people of fortune get the benefit of the 
charity. 7 

Fifty-five per cent, it is said, of all the peo- 
ple in the city who receive free medicines 
and medical and surgical treatment are 
abundantly able to pay for what they get. 
Fourteen per cent, it is further affirmed, 
have incomes ranging from $3,000 to $12,000 a 
year. On the other hand, thousands of poor 
men and women who have decent personal 
pride and a sense of personal responsibility 
for self-maintenance either go without the 
assistance they need or suffer privation in 
other lines to get it. Often the rich literally 
rob the needy of what. is specially provided 
for them. 

Women—women are the worst offenders— 
who live in style and who usually dress in 
expensive clothing don their shabbiest at- 
tire and unblushingly present themselves 
at the dispensaries and clinics that they 
may save their money to gratify some pam- 
pered desire. Men who rank high among 
the taxpayers of the city take their children 


| to. these charitable institutions and bank 
the money they thus save. 


Mothers and 
wives who have no occasion to submit to 
publicity go to free clinics and have oper- 
ations performed, deferring or preventing 
attention to the suffering poor, and flatter 
themselves: they have done a smart thing. 
This is the testimony of doctors who submit 
to the abuse: 
One Case in Point. 


Less than a year ago Dr. Julia Holmes 
Smith made arrangements for a private 
operation without cost for a’ woman who 
came to her alleging her poverty and her re- 
pugnance to going to a public clinic. Dr. 
Smith first satisfied herself of the woman’s 
need of the operation and received, as she 
supposed, reasonable assurance of the 
woman's inability to pay. The charity pa- 
tient had an operation performed that ordi- 
narily costs $500 and recovered wholly from 
her trouble. |

The treatment of urgent cases among the~ 


worthy poor was postponed for this woman, 
and it was subsequently discovered that she 
also owned a flat building and lived ina pri- 
vate residence in the suburbs. 

A wealthy property-owner—professional 
ethics screens the names of deadbeats and 
impostors—owning a residence and running 
a pretentious establishment in Prairie ave- 
nue, between Highteenth and Twenty-second 
streets, came to Dr. J. G. Kiernan for ad- 
vice and assistance in getting into a free eye 
dispensary where he and his child could have 
the services of an experienced oculist and 
be fitted with glasses without cost. Protest 
was made on the ground that the applicant 
was a man of means. The would-be charity 
patient simply said that there were institu- 
tions where people received such treatment 
free and he could see no reason why he 
should not have the benefit of them. 


Diamonds at a Clinic. 


At the hospital.and medical college clinics 
and dispensaries it is a matter of almost 
daily occurrence for people to present them- 
selves wearing clothes or jewelry that the 
attendants and professors in charge do not 
afford. At Hahnemann recently a woman 
entered the clinic with a diamond necklace 
and earrings to match. To the nurse, after 
leaving the operating table, she remarked 
that she wore diamonds mainly because 
there were few institutions which she could 
take advantage of to save on necessary ex- 
penses. 

Chicago has twenty-four free dispensa- 
ries, either connected with colleges or hos- 
pitals or run as separate charities, for which 
a foundation in the way of support has been 
provided. In addition to these many physi- 
cians in general practice have special con- 
sulting vhours, when they receive patients 
without charge. There are other free dis- 
pensaries run in connection with churches as 
a part of their humanitarian work, besides 
the free medical system supported by the 
county. 


Propagators of Pauperism. 


** These institutions are among the city’s 
greatest propagators of pauperism,” said a 
leading physician recently in a public meet- 
ing. ‘*‘ They seem to be run exclusively on 
the principle of supply and demand, the 
supply taking precedence of the demand, It 
is the experience of the profession*that 
where a supply is made a demand is created. 
It will always be so, for the well-to-do who 
wish to get something for nothing will say: 
‘What is the use of our paying for medi- 
cines and treatment and operations when 
we can go to any one of a couple of scores 
of places and get what we want for the ask- 
ing? *: 

“If the dead beats who are able to pay 
were rigorously excluded there would be 
need of not more than one-third of the free 
dispensaries, and not a worthy case would 
be turned away. There would be no need 
of the county appropriating $8,000 or $10,000 
a year to support a free medical system— 
the worthy poor could all be well taken care 
of at the regularly established dispensaries. 
Further, the profession would be better off 
and would be able, without undue sacrifice, 
to do more free work in private practice. 
Worthy people would then be reached who 
now suffer in silence, while those less deli- 
cate or scrupulous, but with ampler means, 
reap the benefit.”’ 


Doctors Largely Responsible. 


Primarily, it is said, the evil is due to the 
grasping selfishness of the well-to-do, who 
are willing to rob the poor of what is pro- 
vided for them. There is another side to 
the question, however, which some physi- 
clans are frank enough to admit, and that 
is that the profession is largely responsi- 
ble for the abuse. Physicians and surgeons 
want clinical material, they need cases to 
experiment on, and for the sake of the 
practice that they will get they will fre- 
quently take cases almost without ques- 
tion. This is admitted to be an injustice 
to the poor, but the profession falls back 
on the old dictum, ‘‘ We must have cases, 
especially interesting cases, difficult cases. 
If a man or a woman has money and is will- 
ing to pay that means there is to be no ex- 
perimenting. We do have liberty, often 
liéense, in the clinfe'and dispensary.” 


Business End of Evil. 


Then, too, there is a business side to the 
free consulting and treating hours of the 
ordinary physician. Advertising is deemed 
unprofessional and is barred by law. But 
the physician wants notoriety for a business 
purpose, and he institutes a free dispensary 
or clinic of his own. The announcement Is 
made, and there is pretty sure to bea crowd 
of applicants for attentions or services. 
The fame of the dispensary gets abroad 
and the physician trusts to the reputation 
thus acquired to bring him practice that ts 
valuable on the score of dollars and cents. 
The doctors thus serve the medical dead 
beats for the sake of advertising. 

“Please don’t quote me by name,” said 
a physician with offices in the Columbus 
Memorial Building, “but I’ll give you 4 
further pointer as to the ways in which 
physicians fester the practice of well-to-do 
people who ‘work’ the free clinics and dis- 
pensaries, and thus wrong othermembers of 
the profession. There is a string to most of 
the church and quasi-private dispensaries. 
Physicians ally themgelves with these in- 
stitutions and give services to whomsoever 
is brought that are worth thousands of 
dollars without question for the sake of cur- 
rying favor with and winning practice from 
the members of the society at the head of 
the dispensqries...t.is for them simply a 
business venture, in which they pay in free 
services-to some: for. the sake of winning 
valuable paid patronage from others. Peo- 
ple who establish: or offer free dispensaries

.. . hopes of the Congo.Free State govern- 
ment to take possession of the northeastern 
part of the Congo country, created great ex- 
citement and consternation among the gov- 
ernment officials at Brazzaville when it was 


- Feceived there. The disastrous ending of this 


nis’ expédition was brought here by peo- 
ag the boat which just arrived from Stan- 
ley Falls 
Object of the Expedition. 
Baron Dhanis was the commander of an 
expedition for the Congo Free State, He 


‘was to march eastward to guard the east- 


ern boundary of the State, and keep der- 
vishes from entering the Congo country as 
the English soldiers drove them up from the 
lower Nile country, and, if possible, keep 
them in the equatoria 
with the codperation of the English and the 
French, they could give them a decisive bat- 
tle. The object of the expedition was also 
to take effective possession of the northeast- 
ern part of the Congo country. The expedi- 
tion was organized at an expense of nearly 
a million dollars. It consisted of over 150 
white men-and 8,000 blacks, with ammuni- 
tion and guns for all, to say nothing about 
provisions. ‘They also had a good many 
cannon and a lot of donkeys imported from 
the Canary Islands. For some reason not 
known. here the 3,000 black soldiers mutinied, 
teok all the provisions, guns, cartridges, 
etc.,-and started back for the Congo basin. 
Mr. Cranaig, the armorer, was captured by 
the revolting natives, and is held cuptive to 


‘repair their guns. The hundred white men 


who managed to escape being massacred 


| were left in great peril, without provisions 


or meats of defense. What they are doing is 
not known here, but it is supposed they will 
find a way out of thetr difficulty. Whether 
the revolting soldiers got scared at the ad- 
vance of the dervishes or whether it was 
severe treatment antl not.enough [cod could 
not be learned from the people on the boat. 
Here it is supposed both of the above rea- 
sons have led to the revolt. It is also report- 
ed that the white men will be killed, as some 
natives who have lately been over the route 
taken by the Dhanis expedition say it is im- 
poseible for chem to make their way without 
provisions. We here hardly think it is as 
serious as that, and it is hoped the reliéf 
expedition will reach them all right. °

Popularity of Baron Dhanis. 


Baron PDhanis had reached a place near 
Wadelai on the Nile. It is not known here 
whether the expedition had any engage- 
mentg with the dervishes ornot. The Baron 
is a brave and worthy leader and capable of 
handling -such an. expedition if it is -fn the 
power of man to do so. I have never met 
him, but ‘every one here and at Leopoldville 
speaks highly of him. He cleared up the 
Upper Congo of the Arabs, where he won 
his title of Baron de Nyangwa and revenged 
the cutting to pieces of the Katanga expe- 
dition. 

News was received here also of the killing 
by. natives of two agents of the Congo Free 
State at Stanley Falls. 

.On the Upper Sanga the French are at war 
with the natives. They killed about 100 in 
their last engagement. 

On the Kassai River the Congo Free State 
had adopted a system of recruiting soldiers 
for their outposts. Not long ago it was 
learned that some of these native soldiers 
who had been sent to the outposts conspired 
together and murdered all the white officers, 
some thirty in number, stole all the guns; 
cartridges, beads, cloth, and wire. The 
State has taken means to punish the mu- 
tinous soldiers. 


“Murder of a Great Hunter. 


The difficulty over the killing of Captain 
Lautier has been settled by the court-mar- 
tial of the native who ran his spear through 
the brave Captain and the paying of 100,000 
brass rods, which amounts to 100 loads at 
sixty-two pounds to the load. This brass 
was, paid for by the King of the Bunga peo- 
ple and amounts to about $2,000 here. The 
French government sent 100 soldiers to burn 
the Village of Bunga, but as the natives 
were willing to settle there was no difficulty 
and the threatened war was thus happily 
averted. - 

Captain Lautier was the greatest hunter 
in western Africa. The killing occurred at 
the Village of Bunga, located at the junc- 
ture of the Sanga River with the Congo. A 
native of Bunga stole one of his guns, and 
in trying to recover the weapon Lautier had 
a row with the chief of Bunga, who was 
called to settle the matter. In their argu- 
ment the chief made a move to get his knife. 
Lautier, knowing it was only a bluff, gave 
the chief a shove with his hand. During the 
quarrel al] the warriors gathered around 
them with spears and other implements of 
war in their hands, and when the hunter 
pushed the chief a warrior rushed up and 
sttick his spear through..him. . The spear 
entered thé Captain’s back, penetrated the 
heart, and came out of his chest some ten 
inches. The spear of the Bu is one of 
the most dange “In Africa, the blade 
itself being teen to twenty inches long.

We will also show you how 
té plant and care for ‘your vegetables, if you 
do not already know. Everything you raise 
on the land will be yours. If you are willing 
in the fall to pay back the cost of plowing 
and seed you may do so; but we do not ask 
you to pay anything.” 

Replies to the cards were numerous 

- enough to warrant the belief that the farms 

* ‘would find plenty of workers. The land was 
plowed and harrowed, and divided into lw 
quarter-acre lots, and the work of allotment 
was begun. 

It was found that the land along Center 
avenue Was so heavy that there was danger 
of poor. , and rather than run the risk 
of a partial failure on this account it was 
decided to make use only of the land which 
gave better promise. One hundred and for- 
ty-nine lots were selected as answering all 
‘requirements, and the selection of their 

‘users was undertaken. 

The lists of the County Agent and those 
of the Board of Charities were called into 
réqiisition for this work, as they had been 
for the issuing of the first set of cards. The 
families chosen were those to whom help 
had been most frequently given, whose 
means of support were most precarious, and 
whose members were the most numerous. 
By the end of May 189 lots had been given 
out. Of these the apportionment had been 

‘ as follows: 

2 - Twelve had been given to widows or de- 
serted women, two to widowers, and 125 to 
heads of families. The 125 families so se- 
lected contained 125 men, 133 women, 72 
children over 16 years of age, 485 children 
under 16, and 14 persons classed under the 
head of “ others,’ dependent on the fam- 
ilies for support, making @ total of 843 per- 
sons receiving the benefit of the farms.

More Gardens Asked. 

The success of the gardens first allotted 
was so evident that they were followed by. 
numerous requests for more farms. Sev- 
eral applications were made for the land 
which had been thought too clayey for farm- 
ing, but the committee was unwilling to 
take the responsibility of giving this out. 
The proposition was then made by several 
people to take the poorer land at their own 


risk, furnish their own seed, and take their | 


chances of receiving a return from the work. 

was to, and the crops on some 
of this ; especially the potatoes, have 
turned out almost as well as those of <he 
farms first occupied. 

All of those using the farms have been 
living upon their produce during the sum- 
mer, and for this reason it has proved im- 
possible to make an exact calculation of 
the crop. The return, however, has been 
fully up to expectations and in some in- 
stances beyond them. The average plant- 
ing of potatoes was about two bushels, and 
the resulting crop has ranged from #ix and 
as high as ¢ighteen bushels.

Included in these figures are seeds to the 
value of $86.47 donated by various persons, 
leaving a money expenditure by the commit- 
tee of $244.19. This makes a cost of $2.07 for 
each farm, an amount which it 1s believed 
may be considerably reduced in the future, 
though now remarkably small considering 
the amount of good accomplished. 


Figures of Five Other Cities. 


In the five American cities where the 
farming of city lots. has been most succes- 
ful the average cost per farm has been only 
$1.89; and in Detroit, where one twenty- 
fifth of the city’s entire population are 
working on the farms, the cost is only $1.41 
per acre. 

Several interesting features have developed 
during the summer, one of which, the dig- 
ging of wells by the farm workers to supply 
water during dry spells, is wholly a Chicago 
invention, and the idea of the farmers, not 
the committee. There has been some selling 
of produce, and in this way families have 
been aided in obtaining benefits other than 
the vegetables alone. One man, whose 
neighbors did not care to cultivate all the 
land given them, added considerably to his 
share by annexing small parts of neighbor- 
ing farms, and on the ground so obtained 
cultivated vegetables for sale. 

One of the chief difficulties met by the 
committee and the farm workers was the 
trouble of protecting the vegetables from 
thieves. Stealing has been quite common, 
and though Chief Kipley has more than once 
promised to station an officer near the place 
to keep a watch on the grounds, this has 
not yet been done. 

The good derived from the gardens has 
been wholly out of proportion to their cost. 
The families helped were all] In the utmost 
need of aid, and without the gardens could 
not have got along except by continual as- 
sistance from charities. They have lived 
through the summer, most of them without 
any other aid, and have in most cases laid 
by enough vegetables to carry them well 
into the winter. The invitation of the first 
cards issued to pay for the seeds supplied 
has not been generally accepted, and no 
stress has been laid upon it this year. One 
man, however, without request, appeared 
at the office of the Board of Charities with 
his $2.25 and was allowed to pay his share. 


Promise of the Fature. 


The outlook for next year is promising. 

“What we need most,’ said Charles F. 
Weller, to whom the beginning of the move- 
ment in Chicago is due, and who has had 
charge of the farms during the summer, “ is 
more land. There are numerous applica- 
tions which we will be unable to fill without 
it. In the Italian district, especially, many 
people who have had no chance to obtain 
farms this year are anxious for them next.” 

At a meeting of the farm workers held a 
little more than a week ago in the Perkins 
Bass School to discuss the question of future 
operations, much enthusiasm was shown by 
those who have held gardensthis year. The 
conducting of the meeting was left almost 
entirely to the farm workers, who elected 
their own chairman and carried on the busi- 
ness. There were about 250 persons present, 
of whom 133 made applications for lots, all 
except five of them promising next year to 
pay the expenses of preparing the ground 
and the cost of the seeds. 

Taken all in all, the work of the year has 
been extremely.,satisfactory to those who 
have undertaken its promotion, and as soon 
as more land can be obtained, it is believed 
it may be greatly extended and made almost 
self-supporting. . 


MODERN EXPANDING BULLET. 


The deadly effect of the modern metal- 
covered expanding bullets can be understood 
by looking at the two pictures here present- 
ed, one of the bullet as it leaves the gun and 
the other as expanded after striking its 
mark. The velocity is so enormous and the 
expansion so fearfully rapid that bits of 
bone and tissue are hurled from its path, 


thus becoming separate projectiles. The ex- 
panding bullet is a big game projectile. It 
invariably expands with an area of lacera- 
tion greater than ever produced by any pro- 
jectile before used. Without calculating the 
effect of the nervous shock, it is easy to 
see from the accompanying illustrations 
that immense splintering and laceration was 
produced. The largest game in the world, 
the royal Bengal tiger of India, the ele- 
phant, and rhinoceros of central Africa, are 
now being successfully hunted and slain by 
sportsmen using the 0.308 caliber rifle, seem- 
ingly a ridiculously small weapon for sucha

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THE QUESTION: WHY IS IT? 


Municipal Government in Europe—A 
Contrast Between Cities Adminis- 
tered by Servants of the People and 
Cities Ruled and Robbed by Servants 
of the Bosses.

New York World: What is the explanation 
of the sharp and melancholy contrast be- 
tween the American city—New York, for ex- 
ample—and the European city—Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna? Why do we find progress there as a 
matter of course, progress in New York 
slowly, in the face of most disheartening ob- 
stacles? Why has “$100,000 accomplished 
more for the permanent making of 
streets in Berlin than $1,000,000 in New 
York?” Why have tenement reforms been 
drastic and complete in Europe, feeble and 
halting in New York? Why do European 
cities control and derive revenue from pub- 
lic franchises, while New York is controlled 
and robbed by those who have swindled her 
out cf her public franchises? 

We have described in outline Dr. Albert 
Shaw’s picture of the enlightened and effi- 
cient administration of Paris. Let u> go 
again to his classical work on “‘ Municipal 
Government in Continental Europe” and 
glance at the other municipalities of the con- 
tinent, keeping in mind, for purposes of com- 
parison, the facts about our own cities. 


-e- 

It is often urged in defense of our cities“ 
that they have grown so rapidly that their 
citizens have not had time to solve the prob- 
lems of “ municipal housekeeping.” Give 
them time, it is said, wait till they are a lit- 
tle older and more settled, and you will see 
them as far ahead of Huropean cities as they 
are now behind. 

a re Shaw shows that this is utterly falla- 
ous. 

Dividing the cities into classes by popu- 
lation, Dr. Shaw demonstrates that the 
European cities have grown in all cases as 
fast and in most cases faster. 

Paris hag grown as fast and Berlin faster 
than New York. Hamburg has been grow- 
ing twice as rapidly as Boston. Leipsic has 
been distancing San Francisco and overtak- 
ing St. Louis. Cologne has increased far 
more swiftly than Cleveland, Pittsburg, and é' 
Buffalo. Dresden is outstripping New Or- 
leans. Magdeburg is leaving Detroit and 
Milwaukee behind. Munich, Chemnitz, and 
Dusseldorf have outrun such cities as Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, and St. Paul. “ Quaint 
and stationary "’ old Nuremberg, visited by 
tourists as a typical medieval city, has 
forged ahead of Providence, which was 
larger than it was ten years ago. 

The excuse of greater age is in part dis- 
posed of by the statistics of population. The 
rest of it goes when we consider that all 
that has been done in municipal government 
outside of a very few cities in Western Pu- 
rope has been done within the last thirty 
years, and most of it within twenty years. 
Further, the great mechanical inventions 
have come from America and have been de- 
veloped in Europe. Even the street car sys- 
tem is an American conception. And it is 
significant that Hamburg, which has made 
such wonderful sanitary improvements, has 
made them largely under the direction of a 
native of St. Paul, Minn., Dr. Dunbar, who 
is at the head of the municipal laboratory. 

Dr. Shaw says: 


The existence of 6ld churches and castles and of 
various monuments and collections illustrating the 
history of art has given the impression that the 
- ya cities are old. But for the purposes of 
our discussion they are a er than eir Amer- 
lean counterparts. Their citizens are not nearly 
as rich as those of our cities. They suffer under 
the disadvantages of loss in productive energy and 
wealth throu the emigration of hundreds of 
thousands of their best young men after they have 
reared and educated them. They stagger under 
such heavy burdens of taxation and compulsory 
military service that the tax increment which can 
AF gi oF meunteeel popes comes with pain 

w the revenue can 
raise for local out in America. — 


Manifestly, these European cities, facing 
all these difficulties and also the complica- 
tion of foreign and domestic politics, so 
much more entangled and menacing than 
ours, and also the conservative spirit that 
discourages all changes and innovations, 
have had. dragons enough in their way of 
municipal progress.

Who have accomplished the wonder works 
in park-making, street-making, sanitation, 
housing, lighting, transportation that have 
transformed the German cities in twenty 
years? The citizens have done it by elect- 
ing efficient municipal officers. Dr. Shaw 
describes these Officials: : 
The burgomaster and magistrates are the m 
highly trained experts that a German city = 
secure.

Associated 
with him in the magisterial council are experts 
on law, experts on finance, experts on education 
to administer the schools, experts on engineering 
to oversee public works of every character, ex- 
erts on sanitary science, experts on public char- 
ty, experts on forestry and park-management.

ment of water and gas supplies, and so on.

Most interesting is Dr. Shaw’s account of 
the magic transformation of Vienna from 
the “‘ most inconvenient, ill-regulated, and 
unimposing capital in all Europe ” toa rival 
of Paris itself. But as the story contains 
little that can be brought home just now 
to New-Yorkers, let us pass to the street 
railway system, which presents so many 
features that should fill us with regret for 
the past and resolve for the future. Dr. 
Bhaw gives these details: 

The Vienna Tramway company has a franchise 
that was in 1887 extended to the year 1925 in con- 
sideration of large money payments to the mu- 
nicipal treasury and various agreements favorable 
to the community. The company runs working- 
men’s cars morning and evening, with reduced 
fares; makes special concessions to school chil- 
dren; provides transfer tickets and arranges all 
its numerous radial lines on a zone system, with 
a charge of two cents for each zone. A four-cent 
fare pays for a ride regardless of the number of 
zones and entitles to a transfer ticket for any part 
of Vienna. One and three-fifths American cents 
is the price of a workingman’s ride, regardless 
of distance, in the special laborers’ cars. 

Contrast perpetual ownership, no public 
control, no cheap cars and five-cent fares 
for any distance, however short!

There {s not space to more than mention 
the splendors and conveniences of the capital 
of Hungary, Buda-Pesth, which under a 
sound municipal organization has taken its

COMPENSATION BY STREET RAILROADS 
In 1892 the Chicago General railway com- 
pany, which operates the line in West 
Twenty-second street, was granted the 
right of way on certain streets in considera- 
tion of the payment of $500 a mile annual- 
ly. Wishing to break its agreement, while 
retaining its franchise, the company takes 
the ground, in a suit now pending in the 
Supreme Court, that the city has no power 
to demand any compensation for the use 
of streets by traction companies unless ex- 
pressly authorized by the Legislature. 

The law provides that Councils may grant 
francifises upon stich terms and coiiditions 
as they “shall deem for the best interests 
of the public.” But, according to the law- 
yers of the company, money paid by a 
road into the city treasury does not bene- 
fit “the ptblic.” The interests of “the 
public” ure alleged to be the interests of 
those who use the streets by riding in the 
cars, or those who use the streets inde- 
pendent of the cars. 

So it is argued that all the city can re- 
quire, when it grants a franchise, is cheap 
fares and a license fee, which must be uni- 
form. Under the Allen law, however, a 
reasonable rate of fare cannot be éxacted 
when franchises are extended. A uniform 
license fee per Car would require a company 
using the least valuable and profitable 
streets to pay as much as one using the 
most valuable street. 

If the Supreme Court were to sustain 
the contention of this ¢ornipany, which 
seeks to get out of paying what it agreed 
voluntarily to pay then the City of Chica- 
go eould get no compensation in return for 
an extension of the existing street railway 
franchiseés.- Bven if the companies were 
to agree to pay a percentage of their gross 
receipts they could repudiate that promise 
whenever they felt inclined to do so. , 

It may be that the Chicago General com- 
pany has filed its brief at this time in order 
to assist those Aldermen who have agreed 
—for a price—to vote for the extension 
orinances which are soon to be introduced. 
Amendments will be offered providing for 
the payment of adequate compensatidn to 
the public by the rdads. The boodié Alder- 
men will contend that the city has no right 
to demand any compensation, and cannot 
enforce the payment of any, even though the 
road may consent im order to get the fran- 
chise. Probably one of Yerkes’ lawyers 
wrote the brief in this case. 

The Swpreme Court will not decide in 
favor of the Chicago General railway, how- 


ever, for its contention is as repugnant toe 
-tommon sense as it is to good law. The oc- 


cupation of the center of a street by a 
traction company is a serious interference 
with the public use of that street, The 
public may be compensated to some ex- 
tent for this deprivation of the full, safe 
use of the streets when the companies pay 
into the City Treasury money which the 
city uses for the benefit of the general pub- 
lic. 

That money may be used to pay police- 
men, clean streets, or for any other munici- 
pal purpose. Thus the public gets some 
equivalent for the annoyance and loss it 
is subjeeted to, owing to what is almost 
a-monopoly use of the ogni rugieg by 
the traction companies. 

When the city demands of rivet rail- 
roads compensation for the use of streets 
it does so as an act of justice to the public. 
If those roads would reduce their fares so 
that the public got transportation at rates 
which yielded the companies only a fair 
profit on capital actually invested those 
moderate fares might be considered ade- 
quate compensation for the interference 
with the use of the streets by the public. 

Such fares, however, the Chicago com- 
panies will not eoncede. Therefore the 
public has a right to demand indemnity in 
another way. The other way is the pay- 
inent:of money to the city to be used for 
public purposes. Any sum which the com- 
pany will agree to pay the city mae a right 
te demand. 

The impudence of these saiaoadion law- 
yers is as limitless as it is astounding. 
They seem to have come to the conclusion 
that streets exsist chiefly in order that 
street railways may make money out of 
them, and that when one of those concerns 
wauts a street the city must surrender it 
to them, not on terms which the city may 
deem best for the public, but on terms 
which the company dictates and whieh will 
give it everything in exchange for nothing. 

The corporation lawyers claim that the 
Legislature has given the Council the right 
to allow traction companies the use of the 
streets, but has not given it the right to 
demand anything in return., No such limi- 
tation exists, except in the imagination of 
lawyers who are hired by corporations to 
devise schemes for the spoliation of the 


people. 
A street railroad has not done enough 


when it paves that part of the street it | 


usés and maintains its part of the pavement 
in decent condition. It owes more than that 
to the uwners of the property fronting on 
the strect it uses and to the citizens gener- 
ally. That is why it should pay a mileage 
rental, ora a share of its gross receipts. 


THE SPECIAL SESSION. , 

If Governor Tanner will let it be known 
that he intends to call a special session of 

e Legislature for next January to con- 
sider vision of the revenue law the 
work of preparation will commence at once. 
During this month, and the two succeed- 
ing months, those Ohicagoans who have 
taken the leading part in the efforts made 
to better the assessment system will confer 
with members of the General Assembly 


from this county, aud also with the lead- | 


ing members from thé country districts, to 
see whether a preliminary agreement can 
be arrived at. 

There are some changes in the law which 
will be needed for this county only, In 
other parts of the State the Town Assessors 
do their work fairly well. No complaints 
are heard regarding them. But the day 
has long been past when men elected by the 
voters of the populous Chicago townships 
could be relied on to do their duty. They 
the Fry oa allowed them, 
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may desire to have amendments adopted 


with special reference to the interests of 
their constituents. To such amendments 
Cook County members can have no objec- 
tion, 

It may be that some modification of the 
law which Chicago taxpayers desire may 
strike some ¢ountry members as being 
against the interests of their constituents, 
All such questions Cati be discussed amica- 
bly before the General Assembly meets. An 
agreement can be arrived at mtich more 
easily outside the Capitol Building than in- 
side it. 

The whole subject can be gone over 80 
thoroughly that an agteement on the main 
points ifivolved can be arrived at before 
January. Under these circumstances it will 
not take the Legislature long to get through 
with the matter and énact a law which will 
give the Chicago taxpayers something they 
have not had for years—an equitable assess- 
ment. 

Probably there will be ho other subject to 
occupy the attention of the Legislature, if 
called to meet in special séssion, except that 
of legislative and Congressional apportion- 
ment, But after the Republicans have har- 
monized those differences which made it 
impossible to accomplish anything éaflier 
in the year it will not take long to get rid of 
the Democratic gerrymanders. Nor will the 
revision of the teyenue law be interfered 


with. 


THE LATEST REFORM EXPERIMENT. 

The convention of Mayors and Council- 
men at Columbus last week was a move- 
ment in the right direction, but the fate of 
the experiment is uncertain. The gather- 
ing was representative in point of numbers, 
and made a good showing for a bezinning. 
Among the cities which sent delegations 
were the following, some of them repre- 
sented by nearly their entire City Councils 
aswell as their Mayors:

{ Mayor Harrison had promised to attend, 


but did not do so. He was absent on a 
junket for information which he might have 
obtained at Coltimbus, until just before the 
convention, and returned to find his pres- 


nence of a street railway strike. Other 
large cities in the country had less excuse 
for not being represented. In some cases 
their municipal governments are so rotten 
from the Mayor down that any delegation 
that might have been sent would have been 
out of place: As a rule, however, ; the 
Mayors of big cities are much cleaner men 
than those who comprise the City Councils. 
This is true particularly of municipalities 
in which the Mayors are to a great extent 
mere figureheads, The proportionate num- 
ber of councils represented at Columbus 
was an encouraging sign, although they 
came chiefly from second and third class 
towns. 

One of the bright and shining lights of 
the convention was Josiah Quincy of Bos- 
ton. Mayor Quincy is far from being satis- 
fied with the result of the meeting, and has 
bolted from the permanent organization 
there formed. Others have followed suit, 
and instead of the movement gaining 
strength from the convention it has 
lost much with which it started. Its 
theory was correct, but the seceders declare 
that it has been wrecked by the personal 
ambition of a man who conducts a trade 
journal and succeeded in electing himself 
secretary, thus antagonizing other publica- 
tions in the same line and making the or- 
ganization contributory to the secretary’ 5 
publication instead of remaining independ- 
ent and foot loose. 

It is to be hoped that these prognostica- 
tions of evil will prove to have been exag- 
“gerated, but it would have been better to 
avoid the appearance of evil than to thus 
invite criticism. Selfishness has been the 
bahe and ruin of many a promising reform 


ere this. 


CO-OPERATIVE COMMUNITIES FAIL. 

In one day the tidings come of the tail- 
ure of three coSperative community schemes 
—perhaps a majority of the lot. 

Some regret will be expressed because of 
the abandonment of the project of Booth- 
Tucker to establish a colony out West. 
It would have had many advantages which 
others have lacked, and might have proved 
under pectliar circumstances an exception 
to the rule, 

A settlement calling itself “ Brethren of 
the Church of Christ in Love and Union” 
situated near Sedalia, Mo., has been broken 
up. The members held their property in 
common and copied after the well-known 
Schweinfurth of Rockford notoriety. 

The third is the communistic settlement 
@éstablished by Walter Thomas Mills, a 
satellite of Bryan, near Kankakee, Ill, It 
has been a failure from the start, and the 
burning of s6me cheap buildings now leaves 
it in hopeles ruin.

THE ALLEN LAW IN PEORIA. 

A Peoria traction company whose fran- 
chise has eighteen years to run has ap- 
plied to the Aldermen of that city for a 
fifty years extension under the Allen law. 
Some of the Aldémeti are in favor of granit- 
ing this request. The citizens, with the 
exception of those who own stock in the 
road, are bitterly opposed to it. ‘Che labor- 
ing men of that city state in resolutions re- 
cently adopted that— 

We regard the réquest for this franchise as vil- 


lainous, cowardly, despicable, and a damnable 
attempt to legalize highway robbery. 


At a méeting of eitizens held last week 
a speech wis made by Representative A. J. 
Daugherty in whith he exposed the cor- 
porate methods which Were resorted to in 
order to secure the enactment of corrupt 
street car legislation. 


Mr. Daugherty stated that afier the intro-~ 


duction of the Humphrey bills the largest 
stockholder in the Peoria road, which is 
now asking for an extension, urged him to 
vote for them “ because it will be of ad- 
Vantage to me personally. I was your 


J friend and voted for you and now I want 


you to vote for this.” 

When that argument produced no effect 
threat’ were resorted to. 

This man threatened me if I did not vote for the 
Humphrey bill that he could bring influence to 
beay upon me to defeat my ambition for a federal 
appointment which I hoped to get from the hands 


of the Presidcnt. 
And, continued Mr. Daugherty, “ that 


man carried an influence against me that 
went to Washington when I went there a 
poot man—poorer than any other man per- 
haps in that Legislature that refused 
boodle.”’ 

Mr. Daugherty also reiterated the state- 
ment previously made by him that he had 
been offered $4,000 for his own vote for 


the Humphrey bills and $8,000 for two’ 


votes, and said he had told one of the Peo- 
ria Aldermen that if he could afford to 
refuse that bribe the Alderman could re- 
fuse to vote against that pending ordinance, 

When the Chicago street railroad com- 
panies go before the Council and ask for an 
extension of their franchises will the work- 
ingmen of this city hold meetings as the 
Peoria workingmen have done, denounce 
the boodle Allen law, and call on Aldermen 
whom they have elected to vote against 
ordinances which will give the roads valu- 
able franchises without adequate compen- 
sation? 

Will those Chicago members of the Legis- 
lature who voted against the Allen law at- 
tend any meetings which may be held and 
describe as Mr. Daugherty has done the 
unsuccessful attempts made to induce them 
to vote for boodle legislation? They must 
have some interesting stories to tell. 

In short, when the time comes, will Chi- 
cagoans show as much public spirit as Peo- 
rians are showing now? Or will they re- 
main inert and indifferent while their Al- 
dermén are selling them out, as some of 
their representatives in the Legisiature did 
earlier in the year?

NEW YORK MAYORALTY CONTEST, 

The gage of battle to Boss Crokerism 
and the Tammany Democracy has bcen 
thrown down by Henry George in his ac- 
ceptance of the nomination for Mayor of 
Greater New York tendered him by the 
Democratic alliance and the United De 
moracy—organizations representing the un- 
compromising free silver sentiment-of the 
newly organized municipality and control- 
ling some forty to fifty thousand votes. It 
may be taken for granted that he will re- 
ceive the support of the bulk of the trades 
unionists of every phase, besides the So- 
cialist Democracy, single taxers, and ultra 
16 to 1 free silverites, whose views have 
been offensively disregarded by the Croker 
machine. The effect of this will be to make 
him a more formidable factor in the com- 
ing contest than he was when he received 
over 68,000 votes as an independent candi- 
date for Mayor of lesser New York ten 
years ago. 

The entrance*of George into the race as 
the candidate of al] the dissatisfied elements 
is more of a menace to Tammany supremacy 
than Boss Croker and his lieutenants are 
willing to acknowledge. There are already 
symptoms of uneasiness among the men 
who went forward a few nights ago and 
carried the Croker-Sheehan program into 
effect without question., The nomination of 
Van Wyck is confessed to have proved 
something like “‘a wet blanket over the 
whole Democratic situation,” and there 
begin to be intimations of his withdrawal 
and a new deal, while the friends of some 
of the candidates who were turned down 
on ‘Thursday last freely predict defeat. 

Greater New York would now seem to 
have enough candidates in the field to ae- 
commodate the widest diversity of senti- 
ment, though the gold Democracy 
have not yet formally announced their 
choice. The row occurring fh their 
convention on Friday evening indicates 
that the Democratic habit is still 
strong; in spite of the more elevated stand- 
ard maintained by them in the campaign of 
last year, and it is doubtful whether they 
can agree upon any choice that will keep 
the organization together. Should they fail 
to do so it may be expected that their vote 
will be divided, a third or mofé going over 
to the Tammany candidate because their 
platform dodges the financial issue, while 
a majority of the remainder will go to Low. 
Something like this is evident from the in- 
dorsement of Low by the Gertnan liberals, 
composed as they are largely.of gold stand- 
ard Detiocrats. Last fall most of these 
voted for McKinley on the money issue. 
Their transfer to Low will therefore mean a 
greater loss for the Platt Republicans than 
for Tammany. 

The candidates already in the field em- 
brace. Seth Low, candidate of the Citizens’ 
union and independent Repyblicans; Benja- 
min F. Tracy, straightout Republican; 
Patrick Gleason, independent and self-nom- 
inated; Robert A. Van Wyck, Tammany 
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' of the eve of their wedding. 


| assumed that the Tammanyites would be 
the winners. But all this may be changed 


if the friends of Low and Tracy have the 
good sefise to get together. Will they do it? 
Not to do so would be a crime against com- 


mon sense and the cause of good govern-, 


ment. 


CASE OF MRS. ATKINSON. 

Much has been said of the prerogatives 

of a Governor, but the Govéernér’s wife 
shares thém to an extent heretofore ovér- 
looked. The case of Mrs. Atkinson, the 
wife of the Governor of West Virginia, is 
an example of this feature of the matter. 
_ While sle was a dashing widow she was 
just the same, in the eyes of the law, as 
any other widow, maid, or wife, And when 
she becanié Mrs. Atkinson a few weeks 
ago it was not apparent that her position in 
life had been changed, except it be socially 
and in the other ways common to such o¢- 
currences, But recent events have demon- 
strated the fact that a widow and the wife 
of a Governor are two vety different pef- 
sons—from a legal standpoiiit. 

Mrs. Atkinson has had some trouble in 
settling up the estate of her former hus- 
band. Iucidentally she has béen accused 
of forgety. Furthermore, a grand jury has 
indieted her for the alleged offense, and the 
case was put oti trial on Friday. The fair 
defendant Was present, accompanied by the 
Governor, and pleaded not guilty. 

Aside from the merits of the casé, the 
question naturally arises as to what would 
happen if she should be convicted. She 
might appeal the case to a higher court, but 
then or later it would be her privilege to ap- 
ply to the Governor of the State for a re- 
duction of sentence or a pardon. 

It should be said right here that Governor 
Atkinson does not believe the fair defendant 
is guilty. In fact, the charge was brought 
But. whatever 
his pétsonal convictions might! be, what 
could the Governor do when the applicant 
for a pardon was his wife? It does sot re- 
quire much prescience to foretell that there 
would. be trouble in the Atkinson family 
unless that pardon was forthcoming in- 
stanter. RS 

It would seem that the attorney for the 
defense might set up this state of affairs as 
a sufficient plea for quashing the ihdict- 
ment. It is evidently an impossibility for 
the prosecution to accomplish its ostensible 
purpose—namely: the incarceration of the 
defendant in the penitentiary. If the court 
refuses to sustain a demurrer on these 
grounds the Governor can be depended upon 


te do so. 


SPIRITS AND SPIRITISTS. 

One kind of a ghost was laid in Chicago 
Friday by material policemen without the 
aid of bell, book, or candle, He was exor- 
cised from a vacant house on the North Side 
to the Chicago Avenue Police Station, but 
before he was thrust into darkness he had 
succeeded in cartying off about $2,000 
worth of lead pipe and chandeliers. The 
discovery of his stibstantiality—physical, 
not financial—was a great relief to the peo- 
ple of the neigborhood. Fdér three days and 
nights they had been hearing ghortly noises 
and seeing ghostly lights in the house which 
they believed to be haunted, and had 
worked themselves up to a pitch of nervous 
excitement which bordered on lunacy. 
When they found that the spirit was still 
embodied they were happy again. 

It is unnecessary to say that the ghost- 
seers were ignorant people, for believers in 
so-called spiritism are always ignorant 
people; unless, like Mr. Stead, they are 
merely superstitious. 
a proper differentiation, for superstition is 
a form of ignorance—a temperamental ig- 
norance, as it were. In spite of the growth 
of spiritism, theosophy, and such absurdi- 
ties, it is not found that they make any 
progress whatever among intelligent men 
and women who are able to think without 
being overcome with emotion. 

Vor a time a number of men of science 
inquired curiously into the alleged phenom- 
ena, but the exposure of Eusepia Paladino, 
the Italian “medium” who had puzzled 
many persons, disgusted most of the scien- 
tists, and has practically killed the London 
Society for Psychical Research, which a 
year or two ago was making a great noise 
in the world. Though there are thousands, 
perhaps hundreds of thousands, of dupes 
on earth, there are also thousands who be- 
lieve the story about Joe Smith’s golden 
plates and the angel Mormon; and last No- 
vember several millions of men testified to 
their belief that fifty cents’ worth of silver 
was as good as a hundred cents’ worth of 
gold. It is not fair and accurate to judge 
ef the validity of a theory by the numbers 
of its proponents. As~a matter of fact, 
clever swindlers are always able to find 
plenty of fools to play upon. 

The best intellects of modern, as of former 
times, are convinced that if the human soul 
survives the body it has more important 
things to do than to flit through graveyards, 
play tambourines in darkened rooms among 
a lot of neurotics, and otherwise act like an 
emanation from Bedlam. 


I8 EVANGELIST MILLS A HERETIC? 

If Mr. D. L. Moody were to announce 
that he had been mistaken in the religious 
convictions he had held and preached for 
more than a quarter of a century it would 
be no more surprising than the recent an- 
nouncement of B. Fay Mills, second only 
to Mr. Moody in popularity as an evangelist, 
that he had changed his opinion in regard 
to some doctrines held as orthodox by the 
religious bodies to which he belonged. 

Mr. Mills enjoys the unique distinction of 
being a minister of two denominations— 
Presbyterian and Congregationalist. These 
denominations fellowship with each other 
and would deubtless accept each from the 
other credéntials testifying to the religious 
character and qualifications of any minister 
and receive him without further ordination. 
But it ig fot the custom for either to in- 
élude in its membership ministers who hold 
allegiance to some other denofmination. 
There may be other cases like Mr. Mila’ 
Where 4 man is 4 minister in two denomina- 
tions, but they arerare. And in his case the 
double membership is now an embarrassa- 


nent. 
Mr. Mills says that for several years he 


has been gradually modifying his doc-. 


trinal theories, and has never in his évan- 
gelistic work preached the old school 
théology. If by this he means the distine- 
tive doctrines of the Presbyterian Chureh

beloiigs may, Without discourtésy to him, 
terminate official relations with him simply 
by recognizing the fact that sifice he was 
received by it he has joined a presbytery 
and by dropping his name from the roll, in 
order that the latter body may have full 
authority in regard to his official standing. 
By pursting this course the necessity for 
church trial with all its disagreeable fee 
ures wotld bé avoided. But no such way 
of escape seers to be open to the Preshyte- 
rian Church should Mr. Mills declite to 
withdraw from it. In that erent “ judicial 
process ” seems to be a necessity. 

As for Mr. Mills, the indications ate that 
he will unite with the Unitarian Church, 
with whose avowed platform of the “ re- 
Jigion of Jesus as summed up in lové to God 
and man,” he says he is especially in har- 
mony, though the Christian Register of 
Boston, the leading Unitarian paper, says 


“he is not a Unitarian.” Possibly he will 


find it nécessary to assume the role of ar 
independent preacher.

Superintendent Rudd of Mount Greenwood 
offers some very interesting statistics in re- 
gard to the regret and sorrow of people 
burying friends. Mr. Rudd says that hus- 
bands are not generally deeply affected by 
the loss of their wives, many of them being 
scarcely able to conceal the fact that they 
care very little. The superintendent says 
that 25 per cent will be amply sufficient to 
cover the number of husbands who really 
express much sorrow over the death of their 
wives, but of the wives themselves the sta- 
tisticlan gives a much better report. He 
says that almost twice as many wives as 
husbands are deeply and seriously affected 
over the decease of their life partners. 

Nearly every cemetery in Chicago has 
had ‘more or less experience with the young 
widower who is heartbroken and inconsola- 
ble at the grave of his first wife, and each 
one can tell two or three stories or more 
which have rather startling denouements 
in view Of the grief exhibited by the young 
widowets. ‘‘One day there was a young 
widower who made an exhibition at Rose- 
hill at the grave of his wife that beat any- 
thing I ever saw,’ said Mr. Chadband.

above water torpedo tubes are placed two 
on each broadside amidships and will fire 
through an arc of 60 degrees. The four 13- 
inch guns are mounted in pairs in two bal- 
anced barbette turrets and Harveyized ar- 
mor fifteen inches-thick, augmented on the 
slanting faces by two more inches.

Forward of these 
guns, one on each side, with six inches of 
armor plate as protection, two 6-inch rifle 
Parrotts will be located. The secondary 
battery is placed in such portions of the 
ship as need it most. The armor belt, 16% 
inches thick, will protect the hull at the 
water line. Its mean depth is7\feet. This 
belt will extend from the stern to abreast 
the after barbette and will maintain a max- 
imum thickness from that point forward to 
the forward barbette, gradually tapering 
to four inches at the stem. 

From the top of the side belt up to the 
upper deck the sides will be protected by 
five and one-half inches of hardened steel, 
backed, below the main deck, by a belt of 
cornpith cellulose and full coal bunkers. 
Athwartship bulkheads twelve inches thick 
will run inward to the barbettes from each 
end to the thickest part of the side armor, 
and on top of the four walls, so formed, a 
flat. protective deck, 2% inches thick, will 
rest. Below, and within the space em- 
braced by this heavy stéel box, will be placed 
the engines, boilers, magazines, and shell- 
rooms. 

Slanting decks, running from the top of 
the heavy, athwartship bulkheads to the 
stem and stern, will form the continuation 
of the flat protective deck. 

The Alabama will boast of two fighting 
stations.

SALE OF ADAMS STREET PROPERTY. 


Joseph Leiter Secures the Premises 
, $9) ‘Liege 169 to 175. 


Joseph Leiter has bought from William I’. 
Whitehouse of New York City and General 
Henry Strong of this city the ground and 
bufidings 169 to 175 Adams street for a con- 
sideration of $400,000. This pvroperty has a 
frontage of ninety feet in Adams street and 
is 190’ feet deep. 

The lot bought from Mr. Whitehouse is 
40x171 feet, and the one secured from Gen- 
eral Strong is. 50x189 feet. Both are im- 
proved with six-story buildings erected ten 
years ago. The buildings are of brick and 
occupy most of the land. 

The consideration for the property 1s $4,444 
a front foot, or at the rate of $23.39 a square 
foot. Both of the properties are subject to 
a lease. Edward Baggot has possession of 
the building 169 and 171 on a ten years’ lease, 
expiring May 1, 1899, at $10,000 a year, and 
five years from that date at $12,000 a year 
The property bought from General Strong 
is leased to the Central Electric company. 

The Tax commission valued the White- 
house property at $244,440, of which $190,0U0 
was for the land, and the Strong property at 
$298,000, of which $237,500 was for the land, 
and the rest for the building. 

The ground and building at the southeast 
corner of Adams street and Fifth avenue, in 
the vicinity of the property just acquired by 
Mr. Leiter, was bought in April last year by 
C. H. McCormick for $550,000. This prop- 
erty has a frontage of 114 feet in Adams 
street and 110 feet in Fifth avenue. 

It is understood that Mr. Leiter bought the 
Strong and Whitehouse property as an in- 
vestment, believing that a favorable oppor- 
tunity will come for disposing of it tu good 
advantage’ in case he does not care to hold 
it. Part of the property has been offered 
several times to various -local capitalists. 
The sale is under contract, but the deeds 
have not been placed on record. «

DECLINES ON CONTINENT CAUSE 
' SELLING ON THIS SIDE. 


Continuance of Drought Fails to Hold 
_Prices—Market Closes Just Above 
‘Pet Price—Prospect of Liberal 
World’s Shipments—Decreases in 
Provision Stocks Do Not Occasion 
Much Exmthusiasm—Drought Re- 
‘ports Figure in Corn. |

In face of the continuance of. the drought 
and a Liverpool market showing surprising 
strength puts were all that.held the wheat 
market. They ranged from 89c to 89\4c for 
December and 89%c was the closing price 
for that future and the low point of the 
day. There was an early show of strength, 
the prices made right at the opening being 
from 4c to %c higher than the last prices 
of Friday. Liverpool at the opening showed 
an advance of 4d on May and only a frac- 
tional concession on December. At the 
close spot wheat was unchanged as were all 
the futures with the exception of December. 
which was kc lower. The exports for the 
week were rather larger than looked for 
and have been equivalent to about 23,000,000 
bu during the last four weeks. The most 
conspicuous selling was that of Baldwin- 
Gurney. They evidently had a big selling 
order to execute on the early advance. The 
Barretts and other local operators helped 
sell the market down. The narrowing of the 
spread between May and December was at- 
tributed to the persistent buying of May by 
brokers acting for Kaufman of St. Louis. 
It was a rather featureless market, with 
several declines to the price of privileges. 


Late Break on French Cables. 


The immediate occasion of the last break 
of the session was the appearance of Paris 
cables quoting wheat from 40 centimes to 
1 franc lower. Antwerp was in line with a 
decline of 12% to 25 centimes. Clearances 
were only 257,000 bu, against primary re- 
ceipts of 1,398,000 bu. It is figured that the 
world shipments will be about the same as 
the previous week at about 9,500,000 bu. 
The Argentine advices told of the need of 
rain. Northwestern receipts were 1,183 cars, 
against 1,266 a week ago and 1,174 a year 
ago. Reports from various Western points 
telling of prospects of rain may have had 
something to do with the weakness during 
the latter part of the session. Local re- 
ceipts were 263 cars, with 203,000 bu inspect- 
ed out of regular houses. The demand for 
off grade samples of wheat was somewhat 
better. 

Provisions did not respond to the favorable 
showing of stocks to anything like the ex- 
tent expected. The range covered during 
the day was narrow and net gains small. 
The trade did not anticipate anything like 
the decreases shown. Lard decreased 22,- 
000 tierces, pork 4,000 bris, ribs, 10,000 lbs, 
and miscellaneous cuts of meats 8,000,000 
Ibs. The tone was steady and trade was 
dull, John Cudahy was credited: with sell- 
ing December pork and packers with sell- 
ing January ribs. Wolff was, Supposed to 
be supporting ribs at about thé same figure 
as on the previous day. The seven principal 
markets had about 900 less hogs than a 
year ago. The local estimate for Monday 
is 33,000 hogs and for the week 135,000 hogs. 
The world’s stock of lard is figured at 486,- 
649 tcs, showing a decrease for last month 
of 51,000 tcs. 


Corn Rules Rather Firm. 


There were no evidences of special weak- 
ness in corn, the market having its founda- 
tion on the weather map, which was again 
dry asa bone. Relatively corn was decided- 
ly stronger than wheat, closing at slight 
advances for all the deliveries, whereas 
wheat lost ground. A continuance of the 
drought conditions brought out some heavy 
early buying by Bartlett-Frazier, Chandler, 
and Congdon. Later, on a theory that the 
chances were equally as good for rain by 
the first of the week as for its absence, there 
was some heavy selling by Baldwin-Gurney, 
Updike, and floor traders generally. At no 
time, however, did prices fall below opening 
quotations. Receipts were largely under 
the estimated, 686 cars coming in where 985 
had been expected. All primary points had 
524,500 bu, and shipped 462,100 bu. Local 
shipments were 195,400 bu, and Hastern 
clearances 170,600 bu. The sample market 
was firm and steady.

Current Events the Favorite 
Topics for Sermonizing. 


PREACHERS FAVOR THEM. 


Scriptural Texts Losing Place as 
Themes for Discourse. 


FORCE IN THE METHOD. 


BCISIVH changes are being made in 
the nature of pulpit oratory in Chi- 
cago. Scriptural texts and old-time 
biblical sermons are fast relapsing 
into a state of innocuous desuetude. 

Preachers are largely given to taking the 
news topics of the day as subjects for their 
Sunday discourses, and churchgoers seem 
to be vitally interested in the new depart- 
ure. 

“The church is keeping pace with the 
spirit of the times,’ is the way one good 
deacon puts it. 

Unusual crimes or accidents, important 
political events, or international entangle- 
ments afford preachers more fruitful themes 
for sermonizing than the miracles of the 
Old Testament. Clergymen say this is be- 
cause the happenings of the day afford op- 
portunity for presenting in a forceful and 
material way the truths of the gospel—that 
people are more readily impressed when a 
sermon is illustrated with contemporaneous 
affairs of which they have personal knowl- 
edge, than they are when events of the dim 
and misty past ure put before them. 

“I can bring home to my congregation 
with more effect the meaning of God’s com- 
mand, ‘ Thou shall not commit murder,’ by 
preaching upon some actual killing, and 
weaving into my sermon the scriptural 
teaching, than I can by mereiy theorizing 
upon the command itself.’ 

This is the explanation of one preacher 
who makes it a point to use news topics in 
the pulpit. What divines generally think 
of the new method is given in the following 
utterances: 


THE REV. H. W. THOMAS: 
‘* Preachers Want to Increase 
Attendance.’’ 


* Why do preachers treat of topics instead 
of texts?’’ repeated Dr. Thomas, when the 
question was asked of him. ‘“ Well, it would 
be hard to sum the entire matter up in a 
word, but the whirl of excitement in which 
we-live, coupled with a desire to increase 
attendance at the services, seerns to me the 
most reasonable explanation of the matter. 
Mind, I criticise no man’s work or the man- 
ner of it. But I think the pulpit loses much 
of the dignity and power which should be its 
crown when it degenerates into everyday 
journalism. The latter feeds upon excite- 
ment, you know; and the kind of excitement, 


often mere sensationalism, which the pul- } 


pit is often drawn into the error of catering 
to nowadays is very bad for the pulpit itself, 
and not good for the pews. That, at least, is 
my opinion. Current events may be right- 
fully and properly used as phases of life or 
illustrations of Bible truths, but they are 
out of place when treated to the exclusion of 
those higher things. which feed the soul of 
man. The kind of sermon which makes good 
‘newspaper stuff’ is rarely the kind of 
sermon which is most truly helpful.” -

The ministers of America are the 
most independent class of people in the 
world, according to my ideas, and the word 
‘sensational’ has no power to deter cr hin- 
der them from preaching the gospel as they 
find it. The first element of preaching, it 
might be said, is to get some one to preach 
to; afterwards arises the other question of 
‘What have you pot to say?’ The wise and 
correct thing to do, I believe, is to combine 
both of these elements into one, and so long 
as the public reads newspapers and demands 
news, I propose to continue my pulpit edi- 
torials. The newspapers are the most ef- 
fective and widely followed preachers of the 
day, I fancy, and I think that preachers can 
learn much from them, and the current 
events of the country and time in which we 
live sould certainly interest the pulpit no 
less than the press.”’ 


RT.-REV. BISHOP FALLOWS: 
‘* Brings Palpit Closer to People.”’ 


“Tt is the strong desire to bring the pul- 
pit into closer touch with the people and 
life of today which has produced the top- 
ical sermon,” said Bishop Fallows. ‘“ The 
topics of the day express the life of the peo- 
pile and are just as much and legitimately 
in order for the pulpit as the press. The 
Bible is just as alive and forceful now as 
ever, and there is no new theory, invention, 
or discovery of science, art, politics, philan- 
thropy, or social study for which it has nota 
new and helpful word, since it always makes 
for practical righteousness. I hold that 
the current events of the day are as much 
the business of the pulpit as the pews, and 
I propose to treat them, from the pulpit, 
from time to time. Not in my sermons ex- 
actly; they are hardly in place there. But 
in a sort of ante-sermon or prelude. I do 
not exclude texts, but 1 can find a text for 
every happening of every day. There can 
be no spiritual without the material, and 
there is no reason why the pulpit should 
leave the consideration of all important 


political and civic questions to the press . 


alone.”’ 


THE REV. WILLIAM B. LEACH: 
** No More Sensational than Christ.’’ 


“It is not that the Bible’ls less sufficient 
and universally powerful than of old,” said 
he Rev. William B. Leach, “‘ but people de- 
mand an applied gospel now, a practical 
gospel. Heretofore we have had only a theo- 
logical gospel. Now we are seeking after 
and finding a practical one. This is the 
reason of the strange subjects which are 
sometimes annountéd from the pulpit and 
through the press; they are the things 
which are interesting men and women, oc- 
cupying their minds and attention’at the 
present time. As to the leaning towards 
sensationalism—well, the public demands it, 
and I do not think that I, for instance, am 
any more sensational than was Christ. He 
treated of all the subjects and happenings 
of the day in his talks with his disciples, 
and he treated them {n a sensational way, 
too. We, his followers and preachers, can 
do no more, If you want to draw people to 
church you must treat of something which

Of course he told more details of his ne- 
gotiations preliminary to the announcement 
of the Harris-Kedansky engagement.

Little Profit in It. . 
“The trade is an unprofitable one at the 
best,” said the rabbi when he discussed 
his profession a day or two ago. “ There 


is my book full of names and addresseg of 
eligible girls and I have « notion to bug it 
up and quit entirely. No money in it. go 
begin, I get together many poor yosng 
people cf our neighborhood and chaige 
them not one cent. Just the other day. a 
man and wife whom I had matched c&ine 
here to me and said: ‘Mr. Goldsteinygwe 
have thought much about yon. -We get dp 
together very well’; ahd they paid 
something then, though E had charged t§ 


‘nothing for finding theni out for each 
other. 

“'T’he rich people are not so liberal with 
me as in the old country. On State street, 
near Eighteenth, is a merchant who had 
no wife. He asked me to get him-one and 
in a month I had him married to the cashier 
in his own store and never a cent did I get. 
And I had been promised ‘what was 
‘right.’ 

“ There is another case I have of a South 
Chicago girl married to'a wealthy young 
man in Johnson street. They promised me 
$200 and. now refuse to give me a cent, 
That case will be heard in justice court, too, 
and their names will come out then. I will 
have there to testify as—what do you call it, 
an expert?—my ‘friend S. Gerber of 342 
“Marshfield avenue. He will tell the justice 
what are the proper rates for getting young 
folks together. He will say it is 5 to 10 per 
cent of the dower. He is in the business, 
too, and finds it about the same as I do—iit- 
tle money in it.” 

His Work for Kedanusky. 

Speaking of his woes in relation to the 
Harris case, Goldstein said that to add to 
his failure to get a cent from young Mr, 
Harris he had previously “ worked ” for @ 
year to secure a proper match for Kedan- 
sky’s daughtér and had received only $5 
for all his troubles and his time. ‘That 
declaration brought out the curious fact 
that the marriage broker charges fees 
sometimes against both parties to 
the intended agreement—a fee from 
the father of the marriageable girl and a 
fee from the man she marries, Theoretical- 
ly, then, the business resembles a Klondike 
mine, but in practice, Goldstein says, when 
they are once fairly marricd they forget 
the matchmaker and wonder what part 
he ever had in making them acquainted— 
they who, of course, had been born for 
each other and who had loved each other 
from the first. |

After the repair of the disruption of 
1741 we had peace till the year 1810, when 
we exscinded the Presbytery of Cumber- 
land, because in their need and isolation 
they had found it necessary to ordain 
three “ uneducated ministers ’’—not col- 
lege men. Thus we lost the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church. Another period of 
peace brought us to the excision of four 
great synods, 1836, and the establishment 
of the New School Presbyterian Church. 


Loss of Southern Presbyterians. 


When all the interests divided by the 
civil war were coalescing, in 1866, slavery 
being already dead, we denounced the 
Southern Presbyteriars as blasphemous. 
Thus the schism originating in the civil 
war was perpetuated and the Southern 
Presbyterian Church firmly established. 
Will the time ever come when Ephraim 
shall no longer envy Judah, nor Judah 
vex Ephraim? 

This dwarfing in growth and this pres- 
ent leaking of our resources into other 
channels are all the more remarkabje 
when we consider the peerless material of 
which the Presbyterian Church is com- 
posed and the peerless enlightenment, 
consecration, and talent of its members.

Great Mortality of UncleSam’s 
Postal Car Clerks. 


KILLED WHILE ON DUTY. 


N ine Fatalities in One Depart- 
ment Since Last June. 


DANGERS OF THE BUSINESS. 


discharge of their duties is greater 

than the American army suffered 

in the loss of soldiers in the war 
with Mexico.” 

The above remark was mdde by a former 
Postmaster General and is now recalled by 
reason of the recent startling fatalities at- 
tending railway postoffice clerks while at 
work in their cars in the Seventh Division 
of the service. 

Since June 26 of this year no less than 
nine clerks have been literally ground to 
pleces or charred into unrecognizable 
masses while at work and exposed to the 
dangers of the rail. Five of these men were 
killed at one time in one car on the Wabash 
road, between St. Louis and Kansas City, on 
the night of June 26. More recently two 
more were killed in a head-end collision on 
the Santa Fé, near Emporia, Kas., and in an 
accident of like character there was an- 
other fatality at New Castle, Colo. Only 
last week the ninth victim met his fate on 
the Wabash, near Kettesville, Mo., and so 


dE percentage of. postal clerks 
66 killed and wounded while in the 


Missouri, Kansas, and Colorado, and the 
Indian and Oklahoma Territories, there have 
been killed in three months’ time nearly as 
Many men as have lost their lives in any 
whole year in all the eleven divisions of the 
railway mail service during the last twenty 
years. 
Steady Growth of Accidents. 


Here is a table which shows how the grim 
reaper has followed the growth of the postal 
service. It has been compiled from the re- 
ports of the Generai Superintendent of the 
Railway Mall Service:

By the above table it will be seen that ia 
the whole territory of the service during 2 
period of twenty-one years there have been 
only three whole years in which the fatal- 
ities of three months of this year have been 
exceeded. There is only one other instaace 
when as many or more men have been killed 
at one time, and that was at Tipton, o.. 
April 18, 1891, when six clerks met a terrible 
death on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern road. 

A great deal of the danger to postal clerks 
is caused by the position of the postal car 
on the train. Invariably it is placed next 
to the engine, This is rendered necessary 
on account of mail catching requirements. 
It has been found that to run two or three 
cars past the crane the suspended pouch 
‘become loosened, rendering it liable to be 
pulled off before the catcher can get hold 
of it, and for that reason the car is placed 
ahead as far as possible so as to make the 
catch certain. It is also claimed that the 
postal car must be stopped at station plat- 
forms out of the way of loading baggage 
and express matter. 

Some Narrow Escapes. 

Only the other day it happened that a car 
of theater scenery was placed néxt to the 
engine of a Chicago and Alton train which 
also carried a postal car. The train was 
wrecked near Alton; the car of scenery was 
rolled down a steep declivity and smashed 
into kindling wood. Had the postal car 
occupied its customary position it is reasona- 
ble to suppose that some at least of the 
mail crew would have lost their lives. 

Some years ago a clerk on one of the (Chi- 
cago roads finighed up his work, and on 
nearing a terminal sat down on a lot of 
sacks in the end of the car. The pumping 
machinery of the locomotive got out of order 
and it was necessary to run it up and down 
the track to get the water started. While 
backing toward the train the iron horse be- 
came unmanageable and dashed into the 
postal car at full speed, instantly killing the 
clerk inside the car. 

These incidents illustrate the risk of the 
life of an average mail clerk. There seems 
to be no time when.danger is not near. 

Of all the men on the train the clerks have 
the least chance to save themselves in case 
of an accident. If it so happens that the 
engineer is enabled to sound a warning 
blast a trainman may get out on the plat- 
form on the end of a car and look for a soft 
place to alight if he desires to jump. There 
is no such chance for the postal clerks, be- 
cause many of the cars have no platforms, 
ingress and egress being had through sido 
doors. Even if he gets the warning, which 
is seldom, he must leap out the side door at 
right angles at great risk or stick to the 
train, and in nine time out of ten the poor 
fellows adopt the latter course. 

The department in late years has not been 
unmindful of the safety of postal clerks 
while in the discharge of their duties in go 
far as the construction of cars is concerned: 
Much effort has been expended in having the 
cars built with greater resisting capacity 
in ease of accident. Heavier timbers are 
used, and postal cars are now built accord- 
ing to the plans suggested by the railway 
mail service officials, but it is admitted that 
little has been accomplished that takes away 
the general traplike character of the boxes 
in which 750 clerks handle the precious mai! 
matter of 70,000,000 people. 

Department Pays Small Wages. 

It is freely admitted that the pay of these 
men, compared with what they are required 
to know and the shocking risk which they 
assume, is out of all fair proportion. A 
postal clerk must spend as much time in 


deyotes to the learning of his profession. 
Besides fhe danger of their occupation a 
postal clerk on some of the lines must not 
only know how to get a letter to a townin the 
quickest possible time, but he must know 
what carrier in a town like Chicago to give 
it to. It is a fact that although the army of 
clerks has grown from 2,200 to ie and in 
twenty years’ time the percentage Of correct 
distribution has risen from 77.98 to* 98.03 
there has been no reclassification of salaries. 

The wages paid clerks is as follows: Class 
1, $600 to $800; class 2, $800 to $900; class 3, 
$1,000 to $1,150; class 4, $1,150 to $1,350; 
class 6, $1,350 to $1,400. . 

Small Chance for Indemnity. 

A postal clerk who Is injured while in line 
of duty is allowed time by the department 
in case he must lay off. But there is a 
sharp drawing of the line in so far as the 
meaning of the words “line of duty” ap- 
ply. For instance not long ago a man rode 
on a mail wagon tothecar. He fell off and 
broke his leg and in consequence was laid 
up for weeks. The department in that case 
ruled that the clerk was not in the dis-

' BEAUTY OF AN ARCTIC NIGHT 


(By lieutenant R. E. Peary.) 


-N Board Steamship Hope, off Green- 
land Coast, Aug. 1—Our stay at 
Turnavik was. a short one, only long 
enough to leave mail for home folks 
and make an ineffectual attempt to 


, ; Disco Island this year has seemed to be one 


= Story of the Hope’s Cruise 


of those enchanted islands which retreat as 
fast as the eager voyager advances. Ever 
since 6 p. m. of Thursday we have been 
steaming steadily toward it along the 
Greenland coast, yet only at 8 this morning 
we entered the harbor. The time has, how- 
ever, been fully occupied in boring and fit- 
ting the timbers that are to form the bridge 
which is to bring the great meteorite on 
board, 
In a Greenland Harbor. 

I am agreeably surprised to find that In- 
spector Anderson, who went home last year, 
is out again, but learn that he has not yet re- 
ceived the instructions from the Danish gov- 
ernment in regard ‘to my ship. My letters 
from the State department cover the ground 


fully, and, as usual, every courtesy fs extend- 


ed and all assistance offered. Godhaven has 
been selected by the bridal couple—Lee and 
his wife—as the scene of their arctic honey- 
moon, and soon after they and their things 
are landed we get under way and steam out 
again. The lateness of our start and the de- 
lays already encountered make every hour 
precious now. Leaving Godhaven: at 1 
o'clock and steaming up into Disco Bay, we 
are treated, after rounding Flakker Huk, to 
@ most brilliant display of arctic colors and 


wall of fog. The ice cap glistened to the 
eastward, and the entire southern shore of 
the Wilcox Head Peninsula showed up, with 
every rock sharp and clear except the outer 
point, which still lay buried in the fog. 
Plunging into this again, three hours took 
us across the Devil’s Thumb Bay of the 
charts, and the bluff, rocky shore rose out of 
the fog so suddenly that before the Hope 
could be stopped the point of her jibboom 
was almost touching. Here, on the south- 
ern shore of the Devil’s Thumb Peninsula, 


Mr. Stein and his three Eskimos were landed 


with their supplies, and with a parting blast 
of the whistle the Hope, at a little before 
10 of Aug. 10, straightened out for her run 
across Melville Bay. A perfect labyrinth 
of bergs and berg fragments lay off the 
head, and this and the fog handicapped us 
so that it was not worth while to attempt 
a record-making run. The bergs became so 
thick as to force us to the south, which we 
did-after some. ten or fifteen miles of slow 
and devious steaming. 

All that night and the next day we kept 
along the edge of the myriad bergs which 
filled Mélville Bay-this year, shrouded con- 
tinudusly in the densest fog, until, twenty- 
six hours and twenty minutes from the

play of light as we gradually steamed out of 
the clouds and fog which have kept us com- 
pany so far into the clearing sky and sea to 
the northward. The sunset effects through 
the Waigatt were indescribable, and at 1l 


o’clock p. m., as we slipped into the little 


rock-encircled harbor of Atanekerdluk to 
land some of Professor Schucherk’s supplies, 
we did so in an idéal arctic August summer 
midnight—brilliant, calm, indescribable. 
Just as the supplies were landed and we were 
starting for the boat a big berg grounded at 
the entrace, rolled over with a crash and 
roar, and a series of glassy swells came rush- 
ing into the harbor, rolling the Hope as if 
she were in a heavy seaway, tossing our boat 
as if it were a feather, and rushing round 
the harbor shore in a circle of coarse foam.

They report several 
families in the next bay to the south, walrus 
hunting, who may come. in at any time. 
They also report that a number of families 
from the settlement went north to the Cum- 
berland Sound settlements, taking one of 
Jensen's whaleboats. All day Monday and 
Tuesday forenoon was fully occupied in 
landing the station supplies, and in the 
‘afternoon the fog lifted sufficiently for Jen- 
sen to pilot us out, and at 4 o’clock he 
dropped his whaleboat astern and we began 
our next stage in the journey. 

I fancy that the members of the Baffin 
“Land party left here for their summer's 
outing, and unless they find abundance of 
game in Frobisher Bay, which is their ob- 


Scarcely were we on board when a fleet of ' 


kayaks rounded the point, looking at first 
like a bevy of ducks. I had no time to waste 
with them, however, so, tossing them some 
biscuits and a letter for the Governor of 
Sakkak, we steamed on, depriving them of 
the coveted visit to the Oomioksoak (ship), 
with its unlimited scoffum (food) and oppor- 
tunities for trucky (trade) _ 
Describes the Umanak Fjord. 

At breakfast time the next morning we 
were rounding Nugswak, the point of Nour- 
soak Peninsula, and during the remainder 


~~ 


Devils Thumb Peninsula, we found our- 
selves scarcely a ship’s length from a pre- 
cipitous shore, which, from the very limited 
portion which could be seen, I took to be 
one of the precipitous black islands on the 
eastern side of Cape York Bay. Steaming 
westward for three hours brought us into 
a perfect tangle of bergs, from which there 
seemed to be no exit. Fortunately, the fog 
lifted, enabling us to extricate ourselves 
from the uncomfortable position, and at.the 
Same time enabling me to definitely recog- 
nize land which lay close to us as Sedloo 
Bushnan Island. Steaming westward from 
here through a continuance of fog and bergs 
the anchor was dropped at 10:45 a. m. of 
Aug. 12 a ship’s length off the tupics of the 
Cape York. settlement. I had arrived 
there three days later than last year, 
and now, as then, before we reached the 
settlement several kayaks were off to us. 
Among the first of them, as last year, was 
Kessuh. This time, however, there was no 
story of the ravages of disease among the 
little tribe, as there was last year.

VICTORY OF. CIGARET MAKERS. 


Tennessee Prohibitory Law Declared 
to Be a Violation of the Federal] 
Constitution. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct: 1.—The main point 
at issue in the habeas corpus proceedings 
brought by W. 8S. Sawrie in the federal court 
attacking the cigaret law passed by the 
Tennessee Legislature on May 1, 1897, was 
that the law was in violation of article 1, 
section 8, clause 3 of the constitution of the 
United States, in that it prohibited inter- 
state commerce and that he was restrained 
illegally and held in custody on a warrant 
ra by a justice of the peace under this 

aw. 

The court holds that the petitioner was en- 
gaged in interstate commegce: that he sold 
cigarets imported from Kentucy in original 
packages; and that if Tennessee law could 
stand it would be an absolute prohibition of 
all commerce tn cigarets. 

Judge Burton sums ‘up as follows: “ The 
Tennessee statute is too broad and is re- 
pugnant to the commercial clause of the 
constitution of the United States, in so far 
as it inhibits the importation of cigarets 
from foreign nations or other States, or 
their Sale by the importer in the form in 
which they were imported. I reach this 
conclusion without any hesitation, though 
reluctant to strike down a Statute aimed at 
the suppression of an evil 6f most pro- 
nounced character.’’

She wanted to be 
something more than a mere human ma- 
chine to report at the City Hall daily wheth- 
er a given ward was well cleaned or not.

Opposition from the Politicians.

And so it was. At every crossing where 
one of the broom brigade was at work the 
appearance of Mrs. Paul was the signal for 
a smiling nod frem the sweeper, and when 
a word of commendation was spoken the 
man at the end of the broom was visibly af- 
fected. Bight times that day the woman 
foreman drove over her territory, and évery 
time the sweepers were found industriously 
at work. They took their noon hour rest, 
and resumed labor at 1 o’clock without 
prompting, keeping on the go until 6 p. m., 
when they quit for the day. 

Scope of the New Plan. 

Mrs. Paul’s work thus far is limited to the 
sweeping of cross-walks: Commissioner 
McGann has promised to have her force in- 
creased and conveniences added which will 
make possible the cleaning of all the down- 
town streets and alleys. When this is done 
her operations will be conducted on « plan 
similar to that followed by Colonel Waring 
in New York. Each sweeper will be given 
a certain block or alley to tl@ok after. He 
will be provided with a small two-wheeled 
cart, with a framework so arranged thita 
bag can be suspended from it. Into this 
bag all the refuse will be dumped, aid as 
fast as a bag is filled it will be tied up and 
laid on the curbstone to be taken up by the 
wagon men. In this way there will be no 
scattering or blowing of litter about the 
street, and if there is any neglect of duty 
the responsibility canbe readily fixed. 

At present the dirt is swept from the cross- 
ings into the gutters and !eft in little heaps. 
Before the wagon men can get around these 
heaps are frequently scattered by the wind 
or knocked about by horses and vehicles, 
and in a short time the dirt is dragged back to 
the very place from which it was first swept. 
Three times inside of two hours last Thurs- 
day a member of Mrs. Paul’s broom brigade 
swept the dirt from a crossing at Adams 
and Dearborn streets into snug little piles, 
and three times the rush of vehicles broke 
up those piles and scattered the dirt before 
it. was finally landed in a wagon and curted 
away. And the Italian only laughed as he 
dodged in and out between the never-ending 
string of passing teams, endeavoring to col- 
lect the refuse and hold it in corral until the 
wagon collectors came along. 

Infiuence on Street Gamins, 


One little incident tends to show how even 
children may be impressed by the nature of 
the work now being attempted when it is 
rightly explained to them. A small doy of 
the street gamin type stood at the curb- 
stone on Fifth avenue, near Madison street, 
and tossed a ball of old newspaper intu the 
highway. In a kindly way he was told 
what the city is trying to do with its new 
force of sweepers, how much thoughiless- 
ness would add to the task, and the use of 
the waste receptacles was pointed out to him. 
He seemed sullen and rather inclined to re- 
sent the lecture at first, but later he was 
seen hard at work picking up rubbish from 
the street and depositing it in one of the 
Civic federation lamp-post boxes. 

“T find,” said Mrs. Paul, “that a great 
good can be done by talking with the little 
people. They enter readily into the spirit 
of the thing and become valuable aids in 
the cleaning ofthe city. If we are working 
in the vicinity of their homes the fndnce- 
ment is all'the stronger to them, and the 
interest they show is really remerkable.’”’ 

At 4 o'clock every afternoon Mrs. Paul vis- 
its the City Hall ahd makes report of the 
work accomplished on the preceding day to 
Superintendent Fitasimmons of the Street 
and Alley Cleaning bureau. At the same 
time she receives written notices of places tn 
her district which may need immediate at- 
tention, and takes from the superintendent 
such instructions as he may think necessary | 
to give. Thus far she has not been troubled 
much in this Jatter respect, as it is the policy 
of the city authorities to give her full.sway 
and let her run the business in her own way. 

Secret of Mrs. Paul’s Success. 

Mrs. Paul attributes whatever success she 
has attained in this novel work to her un- 
failing good nature and a determination to 
treat the street sweepers as men rather than 
mere animals. She is a woman of mature 
years, sunny in disposition, and endowed 
with a faculty for making those with whom 
she comes in contact feel happy. A native 
of New York State, she has been since early 
resident of Illinois, and for years 
de her wager in 2 corps nl She 

ade a close study of the et-cleaning 
problem, and asserts her ability to make 
streets and alleys alike clean and presenta- 
ble and keep them so with but little in- 
crease over the present outlay.

Doctor’s Idea in a Natshell. 

Succinctly, what should the preparation 
of the church for the new century. be? 
The revision of our creed—our Confession 
of Faith? No, I would no more revise and 
improve the "Westminster Confession 
than I could revise and improve West- 
minster Abbey. I would suggest a new 
short creed including the essentials of 
the evangel Pauline, of course, or it 
would not be Presbyterian. 

Second—The enlistment of all our re- 
sources, elders, elect ladies, young people. 

Third—Follow Christ’s example in 
reaching the poor and the depraved. 

Fourth—The “ heretic,’’ as the scrip- 
ture employs that word, is the “* loveless 
man.’’ Let an end be put to the power of 
the loveless man to incite conflicts and 
schisms over non-essentials in doctrine 
or morals. 

Fifth—A more full realization of the 
fundamental principle of Presbyterian- 
ism, which is ecclesiastical democracy— 
that is; a closer relation of our minis- 
ters, elders, and assemblies to the de- 
sires and needs of the people—the whole 
people.

THE REV. S. J. M’PRERSON, D. D.: 
‘* Conclusions May Be Accepted.’’ 


This letter seems intended to draw fire 
from somebody in ambush, but there is little 
in it to provoke a fight. With its pervading 
spirit I feel much sympathy, as also with 
its general purpose. While it may be rather 
extravagantly, or rhetorically, put, its con- 
clusions, although: not in any proper sense 
a creed, may for the most part be accepted 
by loyal Presbyterians, among whom its 
author evidently belongs. 

Perhaps it was meant for the Presbyterian 
family circle; and, as its confessions are 
obviously those of a penitent layman who 
wants a turn himSelf at the hortatory 
style, commonly usurped by the pulpit, let 
us hope that its preaching will not only 
awaken reflection in ministers but will pre- 
vent sleep in the pews of churches And in the 
sanctums of réligious papers. 

The contentiousness which is rebuked 
would produce only sorrow if it were repre- 
sentative of the odium theologicum and of 
ecclesiastical controversy generally; but as 
the author assumes that it is peculiar to 
Presbyterians, one can be grateful that other 
denominations have never had any fights, 
but have gone on growing as rapidly and 
quietly as graveyards. I dare not claim that 
all this may indicate that Presbyterians are 
more alive as well as more human. But I 
do regret that the article did not go a step 
further and properly rebuke Presbyterians 
for failing to increase their numbers by im- 
migration as fast as the Roman Catholic 
and Lutheran Churches have been doing. 

Possibly it should also have been added 
that only ordained. officers of the Presbyte- 
rian Church are required to subscribe the 
Westminster confession of faith as present- 
ing the system of doctrine contained in the 
scriptures. Members are asked only to 
make a credible profession of faith in Christ 
and obedience to him. But as that confes- 
sion seems to be pretty faithful to the Bible 
it does not’ seem difficult to subscribe to for 


one that believes the book.

| student of our history I*cannot accept its 

sweeping gtatements. Asa lover of our doc- 
trines and polity I must demur to its repre- 
sentations.’ And as a reader of its “ signs 
of the times’’ I find his “ preparation for 
the twentieth century ’’ far from adequate. 

To say that Presbyterians “ received the 
North American continent as a heritage” 
and lost it “ by fighting with each other” 
is to fly in the face of all the facts. That 
any denomination could have held this con- 
tinent in view of the vast influx of mixed 
population and conflicting beliefs is simply 
preposterous—an ox team inference from 
an almost invisible premise. His account 
of the divisions of our church would not 
be accepted: as a sober statement of tne 
facts. That the excisions and strifes have 
been lamentable goes without saying. But 
the use of them in this article is misleading. 


Break on the Belligerent Results. 

“If we distance all other denominations 
in all the activities of enlightened Chris- 
tianity,’’ as the author asserts, how can it 
*be possible that we have had a spirit of bel- 
ligerency that has kept us busy through 
all the last century in cutting each other's 
throats? 

“Why is not the Presbyterian Churth as 
influential as it is brainy?’’ asks the doctor. 
it is as influential. In proportion to its 
numbers, the very facts about “ Presidents 
and Governors, and Cabinet officers,” cited 
by the writer of the paper, are proof that it 
matches, if it does not surpass, in influence 
every other denomination. Peoples, wheth- 
er in church or state, are to be weighed as 
well as counted. 

A distinction is made betweén the doc- 
| trines of our confession of faith and the 
“ philosophy ’’ deducible from them, and the 
doctor smites the philosophy with a heavy 
cudgel of denunciation. Now, the truth is, 
there is little or no philosophy in the con- 
fession; those men of God meant to state 
God's truth—not to explain it. They doubt- 
less went farther than we would today if we 
were writing a creed. They stated in some 
instances what seemed to them irresistible 
inferences, and thus they went beyond the 
direct averment of scripture. But it is a 
confusion of terms to call inferences “ the 
weight of austere and forbidding philoso- 
phies.’’ 

Reviews the Definite Points. 


We beg to suggest that Dr. Gray's five 
definite points, covering what the prepara- 
tion of the church for the new century should 
be, are lacking in timeliness, adaptation, 
and adequacy. 

First, he would Suggest “a new, short 
creed.’” Well, this is none the worse for 
being old. A short creed for our church has 
had long and wide advocacy. And, for one, I 
believe it is coming. I shall welcome its 
coming if it contains the “ essentials” of 
cur system of doctrine, which we believe to 
be a transcript of the mind of God in the 
scriptures. But the time is hardly ripe for 
it. We are too recently out of the discussion 
of revision and out of the agitation of what 
was deemed a challenge of some funda- 
mental beliefs. Meanwhile, as we have 
fought mamy a battle for God and truth and 
against the devil and sip under the old ban- 
ner, we can under the old banner make 
Satan tremble again. History is starred 
with, that flag’s victories. 

Segond, Dr. Gray suggests “the enlist- 
ment of all our resourtes—elders, elect la- 
dies, young people.’ Neither is this new. 
We have been toiling and praying for this 
these years past. 

Third, “‘ Follow Christ's example in reach- 
ing the poor and depraved.” Never in the 
history of the church has there been such 
an effort to reach the “‘ poor and depraved ” 
&8 in the last half century. God help us to 
more of it! But this has been the century of 
searching the highways and byways of the 
earth for Christ. 

Fourth, * Let an end be put to the power 
of the lawless man to incite conflicts and 
schisms over non-essentials in doctrine or 
morals.’’ Amen! 

Fifth, “A more full realization of the 
fundamental principle of Presbyterianism, 
which is ecclesiastical democracy." The 
fundamental principle of Presbyterianism 
is not ‘* ecclesiastical democracy.” Congre- 
gationalism might father that. But Pres- 
byterians hold to constitutional republican- 
ism. Government by elders as representa- 
tives of the people, under a written constitu- 
tion—that, and the equality of all ministers, 
and the unity of the church are the thres¢ 
fundamental features of Presbyterian gov. 
ernment. 


He Suggests Further Points. 


May I suggest some further points that 
strike me as vital preparation for our church 
as we cross the threshold of the new cen- 
tury? 

First, a more full and faithful preaching of 
the great distinctive doctrines of the church 
we love. Imbedded in these are the great 
truths of scripture. On almost every page 
they are lifted up. Let them be lifted up in 
our pulpits. The mighty spiritual upheavals 
of Edward’s time came of these. Albert 
Barnes, of sainted memory, testifies that 
these great doctrines ribbed all his sermons 
in his greatest revivals. Spurgeon crowded 
his tabernacle in the heart of London and 
saved multitudes by doctrinal preaching. 

Second, a definite, historic, impertal Christ 
lifted up, as both savior and Lord, not hazy 
notion and fulsome panegyric about Christ, 
but Christ as God manifest in the flesh, the 
power of God unto salvation from sin and 
death, by atoning expiatory sacrifice. Christ 
without truth is a phantom Christ. 

Third, let it be preached from every pulpit 
and scattered broadcast that Presbyterian- 
ism unfrocks no minister and unchurches no 
Christiah. If a man is a Christian—a lover 
and follower of,.Jesus Christ—whatever else 
he may believe, he is welcome to the Presby- 
terian fold. 

That Presbyterianism’s great declaration 
of independence is that ‘‘ God alone is Lord 
of the conscience and hath left it free from 
the doctrine and commandments of men 
which are in anything contrary to his word 
or beside it in matters of faith or worship.”’ 

That Presbyterians believe “‘ that truth is 
in order to goodness; and the great touch- 
stone of truth is its tendency to promote 
holiness; and that no opinion can be either 
more pernicious or absurd than that which 
brings truth and falsehood upon a level 
and represents it as of no consequence what. 


a man’s opinions are.”’

THE REV. J. A. RONDTHALER: 
**Stamp of a Trae Loyalty.’’ 
Freedom of thought and liberty of expres- 
sion are the strong factors in the true cult 
of Presbyterianism. However, they have 
been denied and forbidden by a false esti- 
mate of what constitutes a. progressive 
church. They are the best friends of a 
cause who see where it is weak in its or- 
ganization or operation, bravely expose that 
weakness, and wisely seek to strengthen the 
weak places. Loyalty is not in stupid or 
stubborn blindness to needs; it is in opén- 
eyed watchfulness of every sign of degener- 
ation. 
Dr. Gray’s words have upon them the 
stamp of a true loyalty. It is good he isa 
layman. If he were a minister some dys- 
peptic “chureh gourt " would drag him to 
its bar and castigate him. He is rightin his 
strictures. 
One of the weaknesses of Presbyterianism 
is its pride in wordy argument and ecclesi- 
astical fights. In the earlier days of this 
present generation the most quoted men, 
were not they who were most successful in 
bringing the strong, sweet gospel of the 
Christ to the world, but-they who were most 
astute in ecclesiastical debate, most adroit 
in ‘‘ church politics,’’ most uncompromising 
to their brethren of an opposite opinion, and 
most merciless in persecuting those who had 
the temerity to hold views at variance to 
their definitions of truth. 
The very forms of thought and modes of 
expression for which men were persecuted 
twenty-five and thirty years ago and ex- 
pelled from fellowship are now heard with- 
out protest, sometimes in the very strong- 
holds of the ancient barbaric persecution. 
Even within the present decade the church 
has suffered a great controversy on a mere 
theological dogma. The ancient process of 
excision and expulsion prevailéd. Yet the 
men who suffered martyrdom must rejoice 
that their punishment has but worked: out 
a larger liberty and broader views for tho 
church of their love and their earnest pa- 
triotism. .However glad we may be for this 
greater freedom, it is to be regretted that 
it must be gained at such expense. 
As for our resources and opportunitics, 
they are unlimited. We need but to get 
awuy from our excessive thirst for “ heresy 
hunting,.”” our inordinate vanity for what 
the fathers did, and our narrew conserva- 
tism to old-time phraseology and theological 
expressions and we will, with all the other 
noble forces in the Christian church, take

** Foreshadoais Changes in the Charch.’’ 


Dr Gray’s signal ability, his long and val- 
uable services in the realm of religious jour- 
nalism, his wide influence in the church, all 
unite to give him the right to speak with the 
voice of, authority. His outlook upon the 
future the Presbyterian Church ts des- 
tined to usher in an era of discussion and 
foreshadows changes fn the policy, methods, 
and, perhaps, the creed of our church. All 
students of history will agree that a century 
ago Presbyterianism preémpted the field. 
The Puritans represented the wealth, best 
blood, and culture of the Old World, and the 

;Presbyterian Puritans outnumbered the 
Congregational Puritans three to one. Dr. 
Gray's interpretation of the causes that 
have cost the Presbyterian church its com- 
manding position will approve itself to the 
judgment of the best men in the church. 
Personally I should place more emphasis 
upon the injury all have suffered through 
heresy trials. Stupng, indeed, a denomina- 
tion that can survive the shock of three 
trials for heresy within twenty years! Inall 
ages intolerant ecclesiastics ‘‘ have troubled 
Israel.” And in the last few vears wullti- 
tudes whose natural affiliations have been 
with us have been driven to find fellowship 
with more toleratnt denominations. 

For ambitious men there is a strong temp- 
tation to use the heresy trial for floating into 
place and power. We must indeed all hope 
much “* from the gradual progress of broth- 
erly jove.”’ | tise 

With Dr. Gray’s argument for a new creed 
as opposed to the revision of the old con- 
fession, I am in hearty sympathy. _The 
Westminstér symbol is a venerable and his- 
toric doctrine. Sacred forever the old ca- 
thedral to which the generations have gone 
singing, weeping, loving, praying, dying, 
even though ‘that cathedral wa# sometimes 
used as a citadel of war. Sacred also the old 
confession in which our forefathers lived and 
by which they died. Let the cathedral of 
the middle ages and its confession also 
stand as monuments to an age that is dead 
indeed, yet had many qualities ealling for 
praise and admiration. 

It is true that Angelo’s statue of Moses 
has horns upon the forehead, anda tendency 
to a Roman nose. But modern sculpture 
would gain nothing by knocking off the 
horns of Moses or sand-papering his nose 
down to modern length. It is the task of art 
to create a new ideal of manly strength and 
beauty. Not otherwise would it be a crime 
to revise and thereby mutilate the old con- 
fession. The present confession as it now 
stands, reads: ‘‘ By the decree of God some 
men and angels are foreordained to cver- 
lasting death, and these thus predestinated 
are particularly and unchangeably designed, 
and their number is so certain and definite 
that it can neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished.’’ 

But should our scholars revise this section 
as the husbandman lifts his knife upon a 
dead and rotten branch, their work would 
not have touched the heart of the difficulty. 
The genius of the objection to the old 
confession is the middle age spirit tlt per- 
vades the entire document. The old creed 
was written from the viewpoint of justice. 
The new must be written from the view- 
point of God’s love, As the seven colors of 
the rainbow are gathered up and melted into 
the pure whiteness of the sunbeam, so all 
the attributes of God, including his justice, 
are gatherel up into the one white beam 
**God is Love.’ I look forward eagerly to 
the day when our church will adopt a new 
creed, along lines simflar to that recently 
adopted by the Presbyterian Church of Eng- 
land. 

If the Presbyterian Church is to regain 
its former commanding influence, more at- 

‘tention must be paid to the method of the- 
ological instruction. The time was when 
our clergymen were leaders in every great 
social movement. Now our seminaries no 
longer are fit to be leaders. Modern leader- 
ship in the great reform movement of the 
day comes from without the seminary. Our 
age has a new psy@hology, anew astrono- 
my, and a new pedagogy. The courses of 
study in our legal and medical schools have 
been rovolutionized in the last ten years. 
In comparison with the new methods and 
subjects pursued in other professiona) in- 
stitutions, the modern theological student 
goes out but half equipped, because the 
seminary is the last institution in society 
to register the changes in life and thought, 
the course of study is that which has been 
pursued for the last hundred years. The 
modern legal and medical students journey 
forward riding in palace cars, the theological 


student is still riding in an ox cart.

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EXT to the charm of being mystified 
by the magician’s tricks there is 
nothing so fascinating as the discoy- 
ery of how the deception has been 
accomplished. Barnum was no doubt 

right when he said that the public loves to 
be humbugged, but he forgot the increasing 
love of knowing how it was done. 

Science is gradually destroying most of 
the old mysteries, though it finds new ones 
of its own to wrestle with. The publishers 
of the Scientific American have just issued 

_ @ big book on “‘ Magic,” edited by Albert 
A. Hopkins, which practically makes every 
man his own magician. Its revelations are 
thoroughly interesting and in some cases 
unique. 
of the most startling tricks, and one 
that many travelers in the Orient have be- 
lieved could not be explained, is that of the 
Indian basket. The Indian magician puts a 
child in a basket before the eyes of his spee- 
tators, straps the basket shut, grasps a 
sword, thrusts it again and again through

The table has but 
two legs, the other two being simply re- 
fiections upon mirrors, caused by two can- 
dies, which the spectator mistook for four 
candles, probably innocently wondering why 
there was any need of light at all under 
there. 

A similar trick is one of Kellar’s favor- 
ites, which he is pleased to call “‘ The Queen 
of the Flowers.’ There is a background of 
fiowers and bushes, and a sort of boeth, 
the floor of which is raised a foot above 
the stage proper. In the front of each of the 
three divisions made by. the poles of the 


| bocth is an electric hight. These lights seem 


to be of no particular advantage or disad- 
vantage, except that they rather dazzle one, 
as they are meant to do. After some sim- 
ple operations the audience is suddenly mys- 
tified and delighted to find a beautiful lady, 
surrounded with flowers, step upon the plat- 
form, apparently having come out of the 
air.

Then one spent the rest 
of the day wondering what the machinery 
was like. Mr. Hopkins’ book explains this. 

When Triiby laid down upon the plank as 
it rests upon the backs of two chairs she 
held a bouquet in her hand. This bouquet, 
unknown to the audience, had its own part 
toplay. Herrmann, posing as Svengali, then 
carefully atranged the drapery, walking 
around her as he did so. Then he made 
some passes and one by one removed the 
ehairs, and the lady andthe board remained 
in the air. In. response to further hypnotic 
spells the lady on the board arose or sank 
Or assumed various angles... Finally the 
chairs were replaced and poor Trilby was al- 
lowed to come out of the trance. 

Two of the accompanying cuts show the 
performance—one as the spectators saw it 
and one as they would like to see it after their 
curiosity was aroused. Behind the scenes 
is a- strong frame, up and down which a 
movable slide works. Tackle is provided to 
raise and lower the slide, and a workman he- 
hind the scenes performs the hypnotic imira- 
cles by the sweat of his brow. He maripu- 
lates a bar that has handles at his end of 
it and a socket at theotherend. The socket 
end is thrust through from the back of the 
Stage and fitted to the board at a moment 
when the fair Trilby effectually conceals the 
bar with her big boquet. 

After that it is only a matter of pulling 
on the tackle and working the handle that 
grips the board on which Trilby lies. Her 
weight leaves the chairs one at a time. 
They areremoved and, supported By the bar, 
she’seems to float in the air. By manipulat- 
ing the tackle she can be raised or lowered. 
By twisting the handles she 
about, 

Then comes the waking process, with the 
removal of the bar, and the final clatter of 
the board as the performer lets it fallon the 
stage to show that this part of the per form- 
ance is genuine. And that.is the Herrmann 
Trilby act. 


New Trick with X Rays. 


Already the Roentgen rays are about to 
penetrate into the world of trick magic. It 
is only a matter of time before some en- 
terprising dilettante will be producing ‘“‘spirit 
séances "’ that will discount all the decds of 
the ultra-coy and somewhat unrciiable 
ghosts of the alleged medium. Mr. Hopkins 
describes one experiment with the X rays 
that would certainly makea sensation. The 
illustrations will aid in understanding the 
description of it. 

It must be remembered, in the first place, 
that objects treated with a coating of zinc 
sulphate become luminotis in the darkness 
under the X rays. Glass has the same prop- 
erty naturally. The first step in the ex- 
periment is to get a well articulated skele- 
ton, paint it with zinc sulphate, and place it 
behind a curtain on the Stage. In front of

To render the experiment more convinc- 
ing it is allowable for the most incredulous 
members of the party to tie the gentleman 
tightly to the chair, and, if they desire, to 
hold his hands and feet through the entire 
time of the experiment. 

It is scarcely necessary to. explain how 
the experiment is performed... The X rays 
poss throush the black cloth on the door 
that conceals the Crookes tubes and also 
through the body of the gentleman, and

Sword Swallowers and Others. 


When we come to the familiar feat of 
sword swallowing it is no longer a matter 
of deception, but of skill. It seems hardly 
credible that the performers who swallow 
several swords up to the hilt; or make the 
greater part of a cane or a bayonet disap- 
pear in their mouths, actually introduce 
those subjects into their internal economy, 
yet such is the fact. It is all a matter of 
practice and of hardening the pharynx and 
throat by repeated trials until the tender 
passages are sufficiently calloused. The 
cut shows the position occupied by the 
sword blade in the body of the swallower. 

It is entirely different with the sword 
trick, in which a man is apparently stabbed 
through the abdomen. The sword employed 
is a thin, flexible blade of steel, with a blunt 
point, and it passes around the body of the 
prestidigitator by means of a curved tube 
shown inh the illustration. He carries con- 
cealed beneath his vest a sort of sheath that 
consists in part of this bent tube. intu which 
the steel blade fits. It is the prestidigitator 
himself, who, appearing instinctively to 
grasp the point of the sword in self-protec- 
tion, directs it into the metallic tube. It 
makes its exit through the tails of his coat. 
It is necessary to operate rapidly. so thst the 
spectators shall not have time to see that 
the length of the sword has diminished in 
passing through the body. 

The trick of climbing a ladder of swords Is 
performed with the aid of a foot bath of 
alum water, followed by another of very cold 
water. By placing the feet, thus hardened, 
squarely upon the swords there is no danger, 
though great care has to be exercised not to 
let the foot slide or slip on the sword, or the 
result would bea very bad accident. 

With the gentleman who gayly dances on 
broken glass it is somewhat@different. He 
treats his feet with alum and resin, but he 
elso,has a specially prepared batch-of broken 
glass on which all the edges have been 
ground to roundness. When he comes on the 
stage and breaks a few bottles the apparent 
flourish with which he throws the new pieces 
are carefully calculated to place all the 
dangerous bits around the edge of his 
dancing floor. Then he gets into the center 
and dances without any risk, especially if he 
has used plenty of resin on his feet. 


Swan in “ Lohengrin.”’ 


In a very interesting chapter on theater 
secrets the author describes the various 
mechanisms‘in use on the stage. Many of 
these will be more or less of a revelation 
to the average playgoer. 

Probably few people who have seen the 
opera of “ Lohengrin ”’ are aware that they 
are looking at.two different swans in the 
course of the play. There is one swan for 
the ‘first act, in which Lohengrin winds 
away among the reeds, and an entirely 
different one for the last act, when the 
Swan disappears and the lost brother of 
Elsa takes its place. 

The problem that confronted the property 
master in designing the first swan was to 
devise a method of propelling the truck 
which carried the swan and the car so that 
it could be run in a curved direction, adding 
greatly to the naturalness of the illusion. 
This end is gained by using a three-wheeled 
truck, propelled by two men seated within 
it, who shove the truck along by shuffling 
their deet on the floor. One man steers the 
car and the other manipulates the head 
and wings of the swan. 

In the last act an entirely different mech- 
anism is employed, though the change is 
not perceptible to the audience. In this 
case the truck is mounted on four wheels, 
and is pushed by the men from behind. 
The swan is this outfit is rigged with cords 
on a small hinged platform, and when the 
time for the transformation comes the men 
who hold the cords let go, and the swan on 
its platform sinks back into the truck out 
of sight. At the same instant Elsa’s broth- 
er is raised by a trap at precisely the same 
position as that just occupied by the swan. 

Then a clockwork dove descends on a wire, 
and as the dove drops behind the set piece it 
takes the place of the swan. Lohengrin 
steps into the boat andj the dove carries it 
off the stage. The changes are so remark- 
able that Mr. Hopkins justly pronounces 
the Lohengrin swan one of the most success- 
ful effects obtained in grand opera. yf i

“ST. IVES” IS NOW READY 


1 Stevenson’s Posthumous Novel 


to Be Out This Week. © 


IS FINISHED BY MR. COUCH. 


OBERT LOUIS STEVENSON’S post- 
humous novel, “‘ St. Ives,”” will be pub- 
lished by Messrs. Scribner’s Sons at 
the end of the week. The fuet tnat 
it has run through McClure’s Maga- 

zine and also through the pages of ths Pall 
Mall Magazine will in nowise lessen its 
popularity as a book. No good story is hurt 
by serial publications, that is the conclusion 
that.the publishers have arrived at aftera 
careful investigation of facts. If a story 
has no go in it the magazine readers will 
soon find it out, and when it appears as a 
book will let it severely alone. But if it has 
go, ten to one they will buy the book be- 
cause they will have lost a number here and 
there as it ran through the magazine. I 
read the first chapters of the story when 
it was running through McClure’s, then my 
attention was distracted and I didn’t follow 
it up. Consequently when I took up the ad- 
vance sheets I was eager for the fray, for 
nfy appetite had been whetted. 

My opinion is that “‘ St. Ives.”” will rank 
with Mr. Stevenson’s best work, notwith- 
standing the disadvantages under which it 


r was written, as set forth in an editorial] nvute: 


‘‘ The following tale was taken down from 
Mr. Stevenson’s dictation by his step-daugh- 
ter andj amanuensis, Mrs. Strong, at inler- 
vals between January, 1838, and October, 
1894. About six weeks before his death he 
laid the story aside to take up “ Weir of 
Hermiston.’ The thirty chapters of “ St. 
Ives "’ which he had written (the last few of 
them apparently unrevised) brought the tale 
within sight of its conclusion, and the in- 
tended course of the remainder was known 
in outline to Mrs. Strong. For the benefit 
of those readers who do not like a story to 
be left unfinished the delicate task of sup- 
plying the missing chapters has been in- 
trusted to Mr. Quiller-Couch, whose work 
begins at Chapter XXXII.” 

I conféss that I have been very much dis- 
turbed over ghese concluding chapters, but 
now that I have read them I feel quite cure 
that no mistake was made in getting Mr. 
Couch to write them. Both from a literary 
and commercial point of view the arrange- 
ment is a good one. People. who read a 
story for a story’s sake will read “ St. [ves ”’ 
now, when as a fragment they would pass 
it by. Mr. Couch has certainly caught the 
Stevensonian manner, a manner not diflicult 
for him to catch. I know of nv other man 
who could have done this delicate and dif- 
ficult task so well. It would interest Mr. 
Stevenson to read these chapters. How he 
would enjoy them! 

Exposes Lies About Spooks. 

Messrs. Putnam will publish this week a 
volume of ** Studies in Psychical Research,”’ 
by Frank Podmore, an Englishman, much 
given to the exploiting of spooks. Mr. Pod- 
more is an unbeliever, and he speaks more 
or less for the methods of the Society for 
Psychical Research, but all the opinions ex- 
pressed are his own. He admits that there 
are a great many apparently inteHigent peo- 
ple who believe in the supernatural, but he 
is not one of them. Mme. Blavatsky he sets 
down as an impostor of the first rank, and 
Colonel Olcott as her willing dupe. He tells 
a good many stories to prove Mme. Blavat- 
sky’s duplicity, which, he says, she would 
frankly admit if forced into a corner. It 
was only her age that Mme. Blavatsky would 
not admit. . There were whispers that, 
though seemingly in the prime of life, she 
had already numbered more than four-score 
years and ten, and that she had discovered, 
or was near to discovering, the secret of 
eternal youth. Her great work, “ Isis Un- 
veiled,” was, Mr. Podmore says, pronounced 
by competent persons “‘ a chaotic apocalypse 
of ignorance.”’. The famous shrine at 
Madras, he says, was simply a trick closet 
in. which Mme. Blavatsky placed letters 
through a crack in the wall. The explana- 
tion of the trick closet is simple enough, but 
how is Mr. Podmore going to explain the 
patriarch’s beard which grew from Colonel 
Olcott’s chin in a night? 

Messrs. Putnam show that they are un- 
biased in their psychical views when it 
comes to business, for they are the pub- 
lishers of Colonel Olcott’s extraordinary 
volume of beliefs, as well as Mr. Podmore’s 
unbeliefs. ‘‘ If Colonel Olcott’s honesty has 
not been impugned,” says Mr. Podmore, 
“the limits of his credulity have proved 
elastic beyond our anticipation.” 

I do not think that Colonel Olcott was in 


jJeague with Mme. Blavatsky to deceive, for 


She seems to have had a sort of hypnotic in- 
fluence over him, an influence that was not 
broken even by her death. 

About Girls Whe Catch Princes. 

Not inappropriately Messrs. Scribner’s 
Sons, who published “‘ America and the 
Americans,’’ are the publishers of an inter- 
national novel by Pierre de Coule Vain called 
“ American Nobility.”” It is supposed to 
show—but J am not quite clear as to what 
it is supposed to show any more tha® that it 
is the story of an American heiress who 
goes to Paris and is married to a penniless 
nobleman through the pl@tting of an un- 
principled matchmaker, who, knowing the 
condition of his purse, alse being quite well 
aware what manner of man he Is, sees no im- 
propriety in sacrificing am innocent young 
girl to his needs. This matchmaker, by the 
way, was a professional, one to whom the 
nobleman has Applied for help in his difficul- 
ties, and she did her work for a considera- 
tion. The outcome of such a marriage might 
easily be imagined. The story is an inter- 
esting one, but not a pleasant one, but if it 
serves as a warning to American heiresses 
who are willing to buy titles at the cost not 
merely of their fortunes but of their life’s 
happiness it will do a good work. I don’t, 
however, think for a moment it will have 
any such an effect. American as well as other 
children are taught from infancy that a 
Prince is the greatest prize that can be won 
in life’s great lottery. Even the frog was 
courted when he turned into a Prince, and as 
for Cinderella, was she not rewarded by a 
Prince’s hand? It is the stories told in the 
nursery that leave the strongest impression 
and if we cultivate an appetite for Princes in 
our babies we must expect them to retain it 
when they grow up. 

‘* American Nobility’ Is supposed to be 
the work of a Frenchman, as “‘ America and 
the Americans’’ was supposed to be. I do 
not believe it, however. I believe that it is 
the work of a woman and not of a French

GIVES BALL TO COLORED FOLKS 


Mrs. W. E. D. Stokes of Lexington, Ky., 
Astonishes Society People of the 
Blue Grass State. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 2.—[{Special.]—For 
the first.time in the history of Kentucky a 
high society woman tonight gave a ball to 
the colored people of Lexington and vicinity. 
The hostess was Mrs. W. E. D. Stokes, the 
beautiful young-wife of the New York mil- 
lionaire, who is one of the proprietors of the 
Patchen Wilkes Stock Farm, which is locat- 
ed three miles east of this city on the Win- 
chester pike.. Mr. Peter Duryea, who has 
managed some of the greatest attractions 
that ever came to New York City, and who 
has backed some of the leading prize fight- 
ers of recent years, managed the affair for 
Mrs. Stokes. Mr. Duryea is one of the own- 
ers of the Patchen Wilkes Farm and is its 
general manager. Last spring the large 
wooden barn burned down, together with 
Josie B. and a number of other fast horses. 
A large reward was offered for the appre- 
hension 
time no arrests have been made. 
Mrse Stokes’ friends told her that it must 
have been some negro who set the barn on 
fire, but she has never taken kindly to this 
theory, and in order to-show her confidence 
in the négroes and to show to them that she 
did not believe they fired her barn she con- 
ceived the idea of giving the colored people 
a magnificent Dall in the new brick barn 
which has just been erected on the site of 
the burned structure. 

The barn has just been completed, the fin- 
ishing touches having been put on yester- 
day, It is about 150 feet long by 60 feet 
wide, and there is a passageway between 
the stalls of thirty feet, giving ample room 
for a ball. The barn is one of the finest ever 
erected in Kentucky. The box stalls are 
large and roomy, well ventilated, and have 
doors on the outer side as well as the in- 
side, so that, should it catch fire, the horses 
can be got out and thus prevent a holocaust 
like that of last spring. Among the luxuries 
of this barn is a bathroom for horses, the 
first and only one ever built in Kentucky. 

Today the barn was thoroughly cleaned of 
the trash and débris incident to its erection 
and everything made ready for the ball to- 
night. Invitations were sent out to all the 
leading colored people of Lexington and 
vicinity and a large crowd was present. 
Cc. S. Bell, a leading caterer of Lexington, 
was engaged to serve the supper, and he 
prepared an elaborate menu for the colored 
folk, consisting of those staple dishes in 
favor with colored people—fried fish, pigs 


feet, pork ¢hops, tripe, chitlings, and water-' 


melon. 

The regular dancing was of the old-fash- 
ioned kind in vogue among colored people 
and consisted of quadrilles, Highland llings, 
and waltzes. After the dancing had been in 
progress several hours a grand caké walk 
was announced. 

A large number of Mrs. Stokes’ friends 
was present to witness this unique enter- 
tainment, and she is enjoying the novel 
situation greatly. Mrs. Stokes has madea 
favorable impression during her short so- 
journs in Kentucky. She is very fond of 
outdoor sports. and is an expert shot, and 
she frequently goes out in the early morn- 
ing and bags enough gume for dinner. The 
negroes worship her, as she is uniformly 
kind to all. When the “ Uncie Tom’s‘abin ”’ 
troupe played here last she astonished so- 
ciety and pleased the colored people by oc- 
cupying a proscenium box during the even- 
ing exhibition. She is a familiar figure on 
the streets of Lexington, as she is fre- 
quently seen in her open buggy driving the 
gray stallion which was presented to her 

usband by a Russian nobleman. :

HE goddess Buterpe, into whose kirtily 
care the ancient Greeks, when they 
manufactured their mythology, confid-

Let youg friends, however, be chiefly 
among your own classmates. This is.not 
saying that you should be without friends 
in upper classes, but only that it is not ad- 
Visable for a girl to grow to depend on up- 
per class friendships, only to regret, when 
her friends leave collewe, that she had not 
laid foundations for friendships in her own 
class at that timie when she could have 
formed them most easily and firmly. 

The freshman year is the time of all oth- 
ers for forming those precious college friend- 
ships which ripen into wonderful fruits of 
sympathy as college years and other years 
go by. Yet here again the freshman must 
be careful. There will be all sorts and con- 
ditions of girls in your class at college; girls 
who have always had all the influences 
of refined homes, and who show those in- 
fluences in every tone and gesture; girls who 
have had no such influences, but must learn 
the primary lessons of culture in college. 
All deepest respect for the democratic spirit 
of a woman’s college, but you do not wish 
to be identified with this latter class. The 
girls have so little by which to judge an- 
other girl at college, They do not know 
anything of your history, or your family, or 
associations; if they see you’ constantly in 
company with one whose voice is like a 
trumpet blast, or whose finger-nails are un- 
cared for, how can they know that you are 
a lady? It is safe for. you to be pleasant to 
all, but to stand off for a few weeks before 
you choose those who. gre to be your near- 
est and dearest ones—for you can choose 
your friends in your freshnian year. If 
there is some girl in your class whom you 
greatly admire, don't be shy about making 
advances because you think her too brilliant 
or too lovely to be your friend. It is ten 
to one that she feels shy, too. Perhaps it is 
the *‘ crowded loneliness ’’ that makes it so 
easy for freshmen to be friends with fresh- 
men, but never as then are friendships so 
readily or so lastingly made. 

Do not make the mistake of confining 
yourself wholly to one girl. Have as inti- 
mate a‘friend as you please, but do not have 
only one friend. Your chum may be the 
nicest girl in college, but that fact does not 
prove that there are not other girls whom 
it would be profitable for you to know. 

There are even some who think that it 
cheapens a friendship to parade it, and 

ince college friendships are priceless treas- 
ures for which you will give daily tharks 
all your after-life, you want to keep them 
wholesome. 

We do not talk much at college about be- 
ing studious or being good. There are no 
two things a college girl is ‘more afraid of 
than of being a “ dig” or a “ prig,’” and so 
she usually covers her earnestness with all 
manner of seeming levity. Sometimes fresh- 
men are deceived and miss the deep serious- 
ness underneath. You are probably going 
to college with some strong purpose in mind. 
Do not lose sight of it in the first effect of 
the hurry and whirl of college life. At col- 
lege you can be always yourself, your whole 
self, and nothing but yourself, and because 
the community life, affording all the inti- 
macy of a family without its strong attach- 
ments, puts the severest tests on character, 
you will be judged more sternly and more 
justly than anywhere else.

OUNG women who wish to be both 
artistic and fashionable have their 
pictures taken in large hats. This 
is the latcst, positively the very 
latest, and it is as fetching as it can 

be. It is sure to be a popular idea, for what 
young woman would not favor any legiti- 
mate plan that makes her look pretty? 

The hat should be of the Gainsborough 
order or something akin thereto, and this 
year’s styles give one so much latitude that 
it is possible to comply with the latest de- 
mand of the smart set and still look as if one 
were dressed for some ordinary event, in- 
stead of so momentous occasion as facing 
the camera. It used to be the way that al- 
most any one who could master the technical 
knowledge. necessary to utilize the sun’s 
rays in picturing a human being was fully 
equipped as a photographer.

OT so much devotion is given a fair 

complexion now as in the days when 

Dolly Madison's Quaker mother sent 

her to school every morning along 

country roads with a linen mask over 

her face, long linen mittens on her arms, 

and a sunbonnet sewed tightly to the mask, 

so. that the little 7-year-old could not take 
it off till it was ripped off. 

Nowadays it is more.to the point to study 
a girl’s diet and persona! habits than to veil 
and shade her till her breath is half cut off, 
says Shirley Dare in the New York Journal. 
When a rosebud will eat eight cream cakes 
at a sitting dullness of complexion must 
follow, though she lives indoors. But when 
her appetite is regulated and she lives out of 
doors on beach and hilltop, the sun bleaches 
and brings out the vivid rose tint, provided 
always that she eats home-made brown 
bread, goes to bed at 9 or 10 o'clock, bathes 
twice or more a week in cold weather, oftener 
in warm, and is out of doors at least three 
hours every day of her life. 

The skin which clothes our bodies must be 
kept in the freshest condition. The differ- 
ence between the hasty “ wash” and thor 
ough bathing deserves consideration. For 
young women in good flesh the cool bath 
may be most agreeable and good. But in 
case of langour, pallor, and stiffness of the 
limbs the hot bath is best, quite as hot as 
the skin can bear, and rendered more cleans- 
ing with ammonia, borax, or pearline. Re- 
main in it ten minutes, to let the skin absorb 
the water, soaking off the old layer, soften- 
ing and stimulating the new growth and 
suppling the joints. 


To Double the Benefit of the Bath. 


Keep the water hot while taking a thor- 
ough rub with good soap, then let it run 
clear, adding lavender or any pleasant toilet 
water fora refreshing finish. Keep the head 
wet in cool water if any sense of fullness 
there is felt. Wipe with warm towels, to 
lose none of the stimulating heat which 
sends the blood coursing through the veins, 
renewing worn tissues and carrying away 
obstructions. The hot bath well followed in 
other matters leads to growth of stature, no 
matter what age, before the decline of life 
sets in. The power to grow again, which is 
said to follow a typhoid or yellow fever, 
adding half an inch to height in six months 
may be gained without such risks by strict 
attention to health, aided by the hot bath. 
This kindly agent sweeps away mililons of 
dead molecules by the skin, warding off 
obesity, congestion, rheumatic stiffness, and 
a host of unlovely disorders, and the least 
any one can do to keep decent is to take 
a hot bath with soap and hot towels twicea 


. week. The wiping should be leisurely and 


repeated, to absorb the free-flowing perspl- 
ration, and the best practice after toweling 


; is to wrap the body in a warm bath gown 


pf Turkish toweling and lie down in a well- 
heated, well-aired room for a good rest. 
This restores tone all over, doubles the 
benefit of the bath, and does away with the 
risk of taking cold, which, however, dimin- 
ishes with the habit of hot bathing. The 
best way for busy people is to take the bath 
between 8 and 9 o’clock in the evening, put 
on clean clotfies, and go straight to bed to

Rubbing warm oll on the joinis and heat- 
ing tt in before a fire promotes suppleness 
and prevents rheumatic malaise. An old

Her Gowns’ Things of Beauty.

Old Shawls Made Useful. 


Cashmere shawls and the rare old India 
shawls are greatly sought after, because it 
is the latest freak of fashion to have the full, 
baggy, belted blouses made of them, to be 
worn with colored velvet or cloth skirts. 
The effect is rich in the extreme, and they 
are invariably becoming. The belt used is 
usually something rich, elther of black 
leather, with many jeweled ornaments, or 
all of mock jewels. The blouse is made 
straight from the shoulders, back and front, 
and is made to bag out from the figure, being 
nipped in tight at the waist line, with a 
saucy little basque setting out about the 
hips below the belt. The stock is usually of 
black satin, made high and close, and laid 
in wrinkles. A ruche of some rich old lace 
is set up about the top of the stock, anda

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two rows of the écru lace, with the round 


velvet pipings. The skirt is lined with lay- 
enuer taffeta. : : 

The bodice is a belted blouse with a basque 
effect carried out in square tabs faced with 
laveuder silk. Above the ceinture the blouse 
is trimmed with three bands of the écru lace 
and velvet, and the back is trimmed the 
same. 

The sleeves are wrinkled all the way, and 
have a little fluff and a little frill besides for 


‘finish. .The belt and stock are of purple 


satin, and the wrist frills and. neck ruche 
are of fine black tulle. 

The hat is an odd-shaped affair of écru 
felt with a white velvet crown. it is trimmed 
with a ruche of white stiff gauze edged with 
fine black fur, with a cockade of the same at 
one side. 

The other gown is moreelaborate. It'!sof 
creamy cloth trimmed with pale brown silk 
and ruffies of fine creamy lace, further fin- 
ishings being of orange mousseline de soie 
and black satin, an odd-sounding combina- 
tion, yet marvelously effective in reality. 

The skirt is in overskirt fashion, with the 
underskirt in pale brown ribbed silk, with 
many little bias ruffices of the same. The 
cverskirt is cut to sweep out from the under- 
skirt, and is trimmed with a bias fold of 
black satin as large as one’s finger, set an 
inch above the edge. 

The bodice is crossed in front to one side, 
where it fastens with a single large jeweled 
button.

The hat is of orange felt trimmed with a 
ecarf of old lace, some jeweled ornaments 
and a mass of rich black ostrich plumes.

In the group of three, the first gown, on 
the seated figure, is of heliotrope cashmere, 
trimmed with frills of black mousseline de 
soie edged with black satin, and belt and 
stock of copper green silk. 

The skirt is lined with the copper green 
and is trimmed with five fine frills of the 
satin-edged mousseline de soie pHed almost 
one over the other. It is fitted closely over 
the hips and has a slight bustle effect. 

The bodice is draped gracefully to cne 
side and is finished down to the edge by a 
mass of black mousseline de sole ruflies. 
The tight belt and high, close stock of the 
vivid metallic green set off the whole beau- 
tifully, and the rich ruche is of white tulle. 
The sleeves are tight and flare over the 
hands, showing the facing of copper green 
silk. 

The hat is tilted far forward over the eyes 
and is of soft, dove-colored felt, trimmed 
with a ruche of gray silk and a green aigret. 
At the back a cache peigne is formed of rich 
tea roses and masses of dull green leaves. 

The middle figure shows a gown of stone- 
colored cloth, It has a narrow, straight vest 
of white cloth and turn-over collar and belt 
of the same. The whole is trimmed with 
straight rows of black silk galon: 

The skirt is lined with yellow silk and is 
trimmed many times about the bottom with 
the rows of braid. 

The bodice has no seams excepting under 
the arms, and is drawn in tight at the waist 
with the white belt hooked at one side.

“usual; with a dip at the back, and closely 


drawn over the hips. The underskirt was of 
whité taffeta, and made independent of the 


outer skirt. The wool skirt was trimmed

white mirecourt lace insertion, inlaid in the 
red with rows of narrow black 
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or sliver, according to fancy, gold being the 
prettier always. 

Shoulder jewels are in vogue, and these 
clasps are made of turquoise; they hold up 
the drapery of the shoulder prettily and are 
a great addition to a dressy frock. Small 
buttons set all over with tiny turquoise 
are used in double rows down the fronts of 
corsages.

Tn. the sketches are shown some pretty

One is of brilliant green serge trimmed with 
coarse €cru lace, edged with large round 
pipings of black velvet. There is an under- 
skirt and a regular old-time overskirt, cut 
up at the side to show the underskirt, which 
is finished by four or five deep tucks.

The hat is of white felt with a large crown, 
like an old-fashioned coaching hat, and roll- 
ing sides. It is trimmed with a row of jew- 
eled ornaments in fanciful stones and a mass 
of black and gray ostrich plumes. 

The third costume is of silk and wool stuff 
in luminous colors of red and gold. It is 
handsomely trimmed with gold lace over 
black silk, and has the belt and stock formed 
of rich black velvet.

Good Work of the Kindergar- 
ten Home for the. Deaf. 


RUN ON A NOVEL PLAN. 


Afflicted Children Get Early 
Training in Language. 


LEARN MUCH BY PANTOMIME 


NOVELTY in kindergartens is to be 

found in the Chicago Kindergarten 

Home for the Deaf at 4725 St. Law- 

rence avenue, which has been in oper- 

ation'now only three months, and is 
already showing marked results. Miss Char- 
lotte Louis Morgan, the director of the home, 
has lived with the deaf for the last ten 
years, and says this is the first chance chil- 
dren: under school age have: ever had to 
learn to speak. Up to this time the first five 
or six years of a little child's life has been 
spent in the dullest silence and monotony. 
Miss Morgan has a large heart for the chil- 
dren and is assisted by Miss Alice Florence 
Coburn and other kindergartners from the 
Gertrude House on Forty-seventh street, 
which is a club of forty kindergarten stu- 
dents connected with the Chicago Kinder- 
garten Institute. Only children who are too 
young to go to a deaf mute school are ad- 
mitted, and the number is limited to eight. 
This limit will be lived up to, otherwise the

objects of the school—individual attention 
during each waking moment—would be im- 
possible. 

This school is not an ordinary kinder- 
garten in any sense of the word, everything 
being lived as well astaught. It is a kinder- 
garten in pantomime, every action or'name 
being connected simultaneously with the 
spoken and written name or word. The 
same number of hearing children are ad- 
mitted during kindergarten hours for the 
benefit which the little deaf ones will derive 
from their association. The latter have 
come from all parts of the country from 
California to Boston. One little fellow is 
accompanied by his mother. who is also 
learning much how to help him. Each child 
occuples a crib in the room of one of the 
teachers, so that the minute it wakens in 
the morning it is helped to live as hearly 
like hearing children as possible. Every- 
thing they do is talked about in the simplest 
way; each garment is named as it Is put on 
and the name written on the wall slate, 
which is an important part of every room in 
the flat. 

Learn Words by Degrees. 

At the breakfast table grace Is repeated 
in chorus, ** Father, we thank thee for our 
food. Amen.’’ The life at the table is the 
most interesting of all. Tiny dinner cards 
contain just the simple name of each dish, 
piece of silver, or food; also short and easy 
remarks, such as ‘“‘ Thank you,” “ Please 
excuse me,’ *‘ Be careful,” ‘‘ Drink your 
milk,’’ *‘ Wait a minute,’ **‘ Come to din- 
ner,’’ *‘ Fold your hands,”’ *‘ Fold your bib,” 
and other simple directions, such as may be 
used every day, and impressed more and 
more upon the children, so that everything 
is connected directly with language. This 
takes the shape of a game, which the chil- 
dren enjoy hugely, they being entitled to the 
card which contains the words spoken cor- 
rectly, and the rivalry. as to the number 
of cards won giving them great pleasure. 

In this way the children are learning rap- 
idly and unconsciously, and they will prob- 
ably never realize just when they began to 
read, for they will learn it at the same time 
and as early as hearing children learn to 
speak. All children are natural mimics, 
and these children extraordinarily so, and 
they go through all the motions, getting the 
idea of speech, and it is astonishing how

their ideas grow and develop from day to 
day. The same routine as to the common- 
place affairs of life are repeated daily, with 
small developments, so there may always be 
a little more than they can entirely grasp, 
and they show great eagerness to learn. In 


fact, learning is a great game to them, al- 


though it requires no small amount of effort 
on their part. 


Teach Ways of the Home. 


The little songs which the teachers sing in 
the morning circle directly after breakfast 
are thoroughly enjoyed by the littie folks, 
although they are all completely and irre- 
coverably deaf, for there is plenty of panto- 
mime. The hearing children join heartily 
with the teachers and are also immensely 
interested in helping the deaf children to 
understand and join with them. The thought 
of the home life and of the day and its duties 
and pleasures are all thus pictured out to 
them. They all use all the language at their 
command with each otherconstantly. Little 
Philip is the best lip reader in the kinder- 
garten, although he does not make a single 
sound and never has, but he uses his own 
lips perfectly and understands the teachers,

and is able to not only make his teachers 
understand but also the other children. They 
all make most energetic attempts at articu- 
lation, even the youngest, 2% years old, 
being able to say just an even dozen words 
now, but as they try to make sounds and fail 
many times it seems pitiful in the extreme. 
They do not seem to realize their condition, 
however,-and are quite happy. There are 
few of the ordinary kindergarten stories 
which can be told to these children, as they 
need more interpretation than they can 
readily take in, but the grasshopper story 
and game seem to delight them. 

The ‘teaching of home life and its duties 
and pleasures and giving the children a 
language for the expressing of their thoughts 
is begun by the greeting, “‘ Good morning to 
vou,’’ which is spoken, and sung, and ex- 
pressed in every way by the twinkling of the 
eyes, bowing of the head, smiling, and sing- 
ing a little song which takes in every man- 
ner of expressing this greeting. A little 
regular kindergarten training with colored 
balls and the pantomime of playing with 
them in every way with a few words spoken
